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CHINA’S LUCK. 


‘THE crucial instance of China’s luck 
occurred in 1870 at the time of 
the Tientsin Massacre. The Power 
chiefly outraged by that great crime 
at Tientsin was France, but it was 
the good fortune of China that 
France was prevented from exacting 
the reparation on which she would 
otherwise have insisted by the break- 
ing out of the war with Germany 
in the same month. ‘The apologists 
for China at the present time who 
point to the “leases” of Kiaochou 
Bay, Port Arthur, and Weihaiwei as 
excuses for the recent attempt to 
drive foreigners into the sea forget 
conveniently that there was no such 
excuse for the Tientsin Massacre. 
Tt is quite possible that the 
outrages of 1900 might never have 
occurred if the outbreak of the 
Franco-German war had not pre- 





vented France from insisting on 





adequate punishment for the massacre 
at Tientsin.

intended massacre of all she foreigners 
at the capital, and that the relieving 
force of the Allies arrived just in time 
to prevent the explosion oi the mine 
that had been carried under the 
British Legation. Practically every- 
one in Shanghai, including foreign 
and Chinese officials, believed that 
the massaere had taken place and 
reported their belief by wire to the 
Governments and Press at home. 
This was another stroke of luck for 
China. When it was known that the 
foreigners in the Legations were safe 
after all, there was an immediate 
revulsion of feeling, and in England, 
and even more in the United States, 
public opinion veered round in favour 
of the Chinese, and there was 
almost a feeling that they were 
being badly treated by the Allies. 
Tt was almost forgotten that the 
Chinese Government had up to 
the last done its best to ensure 
the massacre of every foreigner in 
Peking ; that it had laid several traps 
for the foreign Ministers, to one of 
which Baron von Ketteler fell a 
victim ; and that it would have suc- 
ceeded in its design of destroying all 
the foreigners if the allied troops 
had arrived a day or two later. Some 
of the missionary societies, and 
especially, we are told, the China 
Inland Mission, have helped to mis- 
lead the public by minimising the 
atrocities that have been practised on 
their missionaries. This has been 
done, no doubt, with a good inten- 
tion, the Societies being eager to 
resume their good work as soon as 
quiet is restored in the interior, and 
being afraid that if the truth is 
known at home, their work will 
be restricted and that unmarried 
women, at least, will be pro- 
hibited from going outside the 
limits of Consular protection. There 
is, we are informed, a great deal of 
dissatisfaction among some of the 
missionaries with the Shanghai go- 
vernment of one of the largest 
missions, but that the dissatisfied 
dare not say openly what they feel. 
Under these circumstances we can- 
not form any just opinion on this

Empress Dowager, and he made such 
a score when it turned out that they 
were not massacred, that the State 
Department have taken his word 
for gospel ever since even against 
that of their own Minister Mr. 
Conger, and their special commis- 
sioner, Mr. Rockhill. Mr. Lo Féng-lo, 
an equally plausible personage, has 
not had the same success in England 
because there are more people in 
London than in Washington who 
know the truth about things Chinese, 
and he discredited himself somewhat 
by his transactions with the Article 
Club. It is evidently with the 
t eacand difficulty that the U. 8. 

overnment, mainly in consequence 
of its reliance on Wu Ting-fang, has 
been kept in the Concert at Pekin; 
at all. i Washington had been left 
to itself it would have objected to 
the proposed indemnity as beyond 
China’s powers of payment, it would 
have left the punishment of the in- 
stigators of the outrages to be settled 
by themselves, it would have cheer- 
fully agreed to the restoration of the 
Manchu rule which has been a curse 
to this Empire for years, and it would 
have recoiled from any demand for 
the demolition of the Taku forts, or 
the fortification of the Legations. 
We allow that there is a great deal 
to be said in favour of the American 
view and_we can still hardly believe 
hat the Chinese Government means 
honestly to carry out the peace con- 
ditions to which it has agreed; but 
we none the less consider this attitude 
of the United States is partly due te 
the delay in the pacification of the 
Philippines, which, like the reopening 
of the war in South Africa, is part of 
China’s traditional luck.

‘This in itself is the most healthy siga 
could hope for, and if, as is expected, the 
Chinese difficulties are soon settled, and 
commerce once more resumes its normal 
course in South Africa and China, to say 
nothing of the very great expansion of 
trade in all other directions, we venture to 
express an opinion that for some time to 
come shipowners may look forward to a 
continued run of prosperity. ‘There will be 
mal set-backs, as may be naturally 
ed, but taking the present indica- 
a8 a whole, and the demand existing 
for steamers, especially on time charter, 

1d for periods ding in many 
atances over some years, we think there is 
nothing to be alarmed at in the near future, 
although freights may not rule as high as 
they havo recently been. 

‘The cost of shipbuilding has continued 
to advance by leaps and bounds, until now 
‘wo may say it is at least 40 per cent above 
the price of four years ago, Within the last 
twelve months the advance has been quite 
10 per cent. Nearly all the builders, with 
few exceptions, have orders on hand to last 
them until the end of 1901; indeed, several 
well-known firms are full up until even a 
Tater date. Such being the case, we do 
not look forward to any very serious 
declension in the cost of construction for 
some time ; and when there are apy indi- 












































ations, the rush of orders for new tonnage 
may be so great that (hose builders then 
open will bo again quickly filled up, and 
many owners who are waiting for the 
long-expeeted opportunity of placmg cheap 
contracts may have to wait on for some 
time longer, as they seem to forget the 
increase vf’ population thro:ghout the 
world, and the uecessary expausion of 
trade, 

‘The demand for tonnage, both new and 
second-hand, has been unprecedented. 
New. steamers approaching completion 
have been sold at very great profits, and 
enormous sums have been realised by 
those fortunate owners who had the 
courage to place their contracts ahead. 
The demand for second-hand tonnage 
is equally great. Large numbers of 
steamers have changed hands for both 
British and Foreign account, especially for 
Germany and Spain, which latter country 
has recently become one of our principal 
customers. Tho profits realised on such 
sales have been very large, in some 
insiances approaching 30 to 40 per cent 
upon the original cost, and the demand 
for all kinds of tonnage is as great as ever, 
‘the supply being quite inadequate.

TREATY REVISION. 
Sth Tan 


We mentioned yesterday the action 
taken by the German Consul-General 
and the German merchants here in 
reference to Treaty Revision, and it 
is only fair to the General Chamber 
of Commerce to explain that the 
whole question was taken up by that 
body and threshed out by » Revi- 
sion Committee appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and China 
Association in 1896. The work of 
that Committee was extended over 
six months, and the result was the 
production of a series of papers which 
are just as applicable to the condi- 
tions of to-day as to those existing 
four years ago. Moreover the Chamber 
and the Association have exhaust- 
ively dealt with many subjects not 
touched on in the German programme, 
such as River Conservancy, Irregular 
Appropriation of Tonnage Dues, Free 
Movement of Grain, Salt Monopoly, 
Inland Residence, ete., ete. all the 
papers being filed with the Lega- 
tions at Peking. If our representa- 
tives want guidance in dealing with 
the commercial clauses of the treaties 





now to be made with China, they | 


will find everything they want to 
know in these papers, very much 
more carefully and completely con- 
sidered than in the German pro- 





gramme, a translation of which we 
published yesterday, So much has 
happened in four years, that what 
the Chamber of Commerce did in 
1896 is forgotten, but the work it 
did is nevertheless of permanent 
value. 








MOTOR-CARS.

Iris somewhat remarkable that, with 
all the enterprise aud go-aheadness 
that we are wont to claim that 
Shanghai possesses, there is not, as 
far as we know, a single motor-car in 
China, though there was at one time 
a French motor-tricycle on our streets, 
which suddenly disappeared under a 
cloud of its own evil-smelling smoke. 
With trap ponies at the price which 
now has to be paid for a decent 
animal, we shall be driven before long 
to adopt mechanical traction, and it 
will be strange if before long our 
streets are nut full of motor-cars, 
which are faster, take up much less 
room, are cleaner, and cheaper to run, 
than horsed vehicles. There is a 





good opening for some one to start’ 


a motor bazaar, and let out motor 
carriages by the day. The industry 
has long passed the experimental stage 
at home, and we have now before us 
the 81st number of “ The Motor-Car 
Journal, a Medium for all interested 





in Self-propelled Traffic,” a handsome 
illustrated quarto weekly of sixteen 
pages, with a number ‘of pages of 
advertisements, with pictures of mo- 
tor-cars to suit every taste and al- 
most every pocket. "That these vehi- 
cles are most admirably adapted to 
an absolutely flat city like Shanghai, 
where one must be almost a million- 
‘aire to have a stable near his 
jresidence if he lives in town, 
goes without saying. How much 
| more interesting would the brokers’ 
jrace be that starts from the Hong- 
| kong and Shanghai Bank at half-past 
| nine every morning, if instead of the 
| rattletrap pony carriages which now 
| compete in it, each broker drove his 
‘own motor-car, and how much less 
noise there would be, and how much 
less room would be taken up. 


France and the United States are 
so far along way ahead of England 
in the adoption of motor-cars, but 
neither country has yet shaken itself 
free from the imitation of horse 
carriages, so that nearly ail the cars 
figured in the journal before us look 
like carriages to which the horses 
have not yet been harnessed. As 
the best carriages in the world are 
Luilt in England, so we look to Eng- 
;Jand for the best designs for motor- 
‘cars, but our best carriage builders 
ido not seem yet to have recognised

that to this complexion they must 
come, There are a great number of 
English manufacturers of motor-cars, 
but their models generally seem to 
be French, and the French have 
never shone as carriage builders, and 
their motor-cars are all rather heavy 
and clumsy in appearance. In most 
of then) the wheels are too small 
for the bodies as far as appear- 
ance goes, the best looking in the 
journal before us being the “In- 
ternational,” built in Great Portland 
St. London. These cars, we are told, 
“have the largest sele in England, 
a very enviable reputation to ho:d, 
but one that they have always 
and will always maintain, merely 
because the- public know a good 
thing when they sce it. We have 
supplied a prince and we have sold to 
a costermonger. You don’tsee these 
little cars (winners of two prizes in 
the 1,000 miles jannt) repeatedly 
stuck up by the roadside. They are 
well-made cars and are extremely 
simple to handle and manipulate. 
Any lady can drive them, and many 
ladies do. They are always ready to 
do their work. ‘To see and try one 
of these little cars means to buy one, 
and if you buy one it means your 
friends ‘will soon come along and do 
ditto, The mere fact that over 
1,800 have been sold proves what 
they are.” Jt is a cvrions thing, but 
nearly all the advertisers say that 
their cars won a prize in the 1,000 
miles trial, and it seems to have 
been a case of all prizes and no 
blanks. Another advertiser says that 
his car, a three horse-power one, is 
the only safe petroleum motor-car, 
and it’ ran from Birmingham to 
London at a total cost of eighteen- 
pence for paraffin and lubricant. Of 
course, horses are notin it with this. 
This maker strongly discourages 
the use of spirit. He says: “ Almost 
every week a fire occurs somewhere 
in this country owing to the use of 
spirit on cars. We can introduce a 
good Life Insurance Co. if you decide 
on spirit.” 

It has already been mentioned that 
the use of automobiles was one of the 
leading features of the recent French 
army manoeuvres, and the “ Motor- 
Car Journal” has the following in- 
teresting paragraph on this subject:— 

‘Though the troops have up to the pre- 
sent been manceuvring some distance from 
the town, tho distance varying from 
twenty to sixty kilométres, the fact that 
General Brugdre, Generalissimo of the 
French army ‘and director of the 
manouvres, established his headquarters 
at Chartres caused a continual coming and 
going of officers of the staff, aides-de-camp, 
and orderlies, on foot, on horseback, on 
cycles, and in automobiles. This last. in- 
novation has heen the great feature of this 
year’s French military manoeuvres, and all 
‘day long the streets of the town have echo- 
ed with the puffing and the rattle of the 
vehicle of the future. There were auto- 
mobiles of erery kind, tricycles, two-seat 

ed, four-seated, and eight-seated carriages, 
driven by petroleum and electricity, and 
long lines of transport waggons, veritable 








trains, puffing slowly along, drawn by the 
Dion-Bouton and Scotte steam tractors. 
General Brugire boldly accepted the iuno- 
yation and attended the mancuvres in a 
four-seated Panhard-Lavassor car. The 
rate at which he travelled certainly in- 
spired awe. Ono saw a distant speck in 
the road three of four miles away, travel- 
ling in the midst of a cloud of dust. Five 
minutes later the speck took the form of a 
white painted automobile, which rushed by 
like a whirlwind. At the instant it passed, 
through the dust cloud the Generalissimo 
of the French army and his aide-de-camp 
were seen, their faces covered with black 
masks with glass-covered eyeholes, and a 
minute later, the vehicle, travelling at 
sixty kilométres an hour, was again a speck 
in the distance. The automobile of the 
Generalissimo occasionally gave an illus- 
tration of the hare and the tortoise.

THE TELEGRAMS. 
7th Jan. 
TuE Reuter’s telegrams that we pub- 
lish this morning contain bad news 
and good news. ‘The bad news appears 
to be certain, the good news is not 
yet confirmed. ‘The extraordinary 
successes of the Boers in Cape Colony 
are extremely disagreeable news. 
Six weeks ago in England the war in 
South Africa was considered over ; 
the troops were coming back, their 
brows crowned with victorious wreaths 
and their bruised arms hung up for 
monuments, and only a few thin and 
scattered bands of marauders were 
left to carry on a hopeless guerrilla 
warfare. All is now changed; it is 
true that we nominally hold the 
chief towns of the two former Re- 
publics; but as a map in a recent 
issue of the “ Westminster Gazette” 
shows, the Boers have attacked our 
posts with varying success all over the 
southern part of the Transvaal and 
practically the whole of the Orange 
River Colony, and they are now 
marching victoriously through Cape 
Colony. - Carnarvon, from which the 
loyal farmers are fleeing south for 
refuge, is a large county in the very 
centre of Cape Colony, south-west of 
Prieska, the county-town Carnarvon 
being about three hundred and fifty 
miles north-east of Capetown. Here, 
we learn, the Boers are travelling in 
parallel ‘columns, with numerous 
flanking parties, sweeping the country 
of horses and eatables, and burning 
the farms of the loyalists. So mena- 
cing is the position, thas preparat 
are being vigorously made for the 
fence of Capetown itself; guns have 
been landed,a Defence Corpsand Town 
Guard of volunteers are being rapidly 
formed, and martial law has been 
extended. With some fifteen thou- 
sand Boers in captivity at St. Helena 
and in Ceylon, the governments of 
the Republic broken up, the two 
Presidents fugitives, and all the chief 
towns in our hands, there was reason 
for thinking that the war was over. 
‘The British people are perfestly 
honest and reasonable in their belief 
that even the Boers were too en- 
lightened not to see that further 
resistance was hopeless, and that if 
they lost nominal independence by 
the annexation of their countries, 
they would actually have just as 
much freedom as they had before. 
‘There are undoubtedly a great many 
Boers who do see this.

River Colony. It may be trusted 
that we are getting the worst of the 
news now, and that we shall soon be 
hearing of the success of Lord Kit- 
chener’s plans for the discomfiture 
of the invaders of Cape Colony. One 
thing we must all demand; that 
none of the Boers who are now in 
Cape Colony shall ever be allowed 
to go back. 

So much for the bad news; it is 
good news which we hope will be 
promptly confirmed that an agree- 
ment has been made between France 
and England by which the former 
renounces her rights in Newfound- 
land in exchange for the Gambia. 
England could well afford to pay a 
very high price to get rid of such a 
perennial source of irritation as the 
French rights in Newfoundland, and 
Lord Lansdowne has justified his 
appointment to the Foreign Office if 
he has really succeeded in negotiat- 
ing this. It was by the Treaty of 
Utrecht in 1713 that these Tight, 
the exact nature and extent of which 








will be a real boon to the island. 

The little colony of Gambia on the 
west coast of Africa, which is to be 
surrendered to France, is an enclave 
in the French spbere of influence. 
The colony proper covers 69 square 
miles, and has « population of under 
15,000 of whom six gj-two are whites. 
The capital Bathurst, on the island 
of St. Mary, has a population of 6,000, 
and there is an adjacent protected 
territory of about 2,700 square miles 
‘on both sides of the river Gambia, 
with an estimated population of 
200,000. ‘The imports into the colony 
in 1898 were valued at about 
£250,000, and the exports at almost 
exactly the same sum. The colony 


| is free from debt, and its revenue in 


1898 was £47,000 and its expenditure 
only £29,000. Lord Salisbury has 
always had a weakness for surrender- 
ing bits of British territory, but the 
Empire gains more than it’ loses by 
the present exchange, and France 
does the same, the ouly real value 
to France of her rights in Newfound- 
land being the use of them to 
irritate that colony and the mother 
country. 





A SPIDER 
OR AN EARTH-WORM? 


8th Jan. 
In the most recent volume of Mr. A. 
R. Colquhoun (lately reviewed in 
these columns) there is a clear and 
compendious statement of the pro- 
cesses by which the great Russian 
Empire came to expand over the 
northern part of the Asiatic continent 
until it touched the Pacific Ocean, 
since which time it has been by a 
resist ess instinct pressing southward 
with its front to the sea, until its 
progress seems to have brought it 
face to face with the interests of a 
great pare of Europe as well as with 
fapan. ‘There was a long period in 


»| which by reason of isolation and 


remoteness this process attracted no 
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attention in the West. As Mr. 
Colquhoun reminds us, at the very 
time when the Crimean war seemed 
to have checked the ambition of 
Russia for an indefinite period, she 
was adding other empires to her 
already enormous domains, until 
without a shot fired, and by a simple 
stroke of the pen, the mouth of one 
of the greatest rivers of Asia was 
indisputably hers and its left bank for 
hundred of miles—with much more 
in the immediate or distant prospect. 
“England was made by her adven- 
turers,” says one of the mottoes in 
the Greenwich Museum. Russia, in 
like manner has been made by her 
adventurers, who have pushed on 
with a strange mixture of blind im- 
pulse and unconscious foresight. until 
the time was ripe for the Government 
to take up the work which was too 
large for individual enterprise. The 
standards and the ideals of Russia 
and of the Russians are very different 
from thosé to which we are accus- 
tomed, and we see a great deal to 
criticise in the brutal harshness of 
her methods, and in the undisguised 
barbarism of much which seems 
inseparable from her policy She ap- 
pears to be selfish, cunning, and 
irresistible. What predicates may be 
—ought to be—attached to the name 
Finland! What is to become of the 
Finns, and of those numerous and 
almost unknown religionists whom it 
seems to be the steady and deliberate 
plan of the Russian Government to 
crush out, to annihilate by complete 
absorption? When we contemplate 
the varied phenomena which . the 
advance of Russia during the past 
century embraces, we not improbably 
cordially second the view perhaps 
best expressed by the American poet 
Whittier: 


“Fell Spider of the North 
- Stretching thy great feelers forth, 

Within whose web the freedom dies 

Of nations eaten up as flies.” 








It is common to attribute the 
amazing development, and the 
phenomenal success in the plans 
concomitant upon the development of 
the Russian Empire, to the almost 
supernatural foresight and wisdom of 
Peter the Great, as expressed in his 
celebrated will. The document 
which passes under that name is 
supposed to be a literary forgery, 
somewhat analogous to ‘the fraud 
perpetrated in the discovery of the 
Poems of Ossian—which might have 
been genuine, whether they were or 
not. But to believe that any single 
individual, no matter what his fore- 
sight, insight, or endowments, could 
administer to the heterogeneous and 
polyglot Empire which he rules such 
a hypodermic injection of prophetic 
faith and such a talent for unification 
of effort running down through two 
centuries, is to suppose what, apart 
from the peculiar history of the 
Jewish race, has never occurred, so 
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far. as we know, in the history of 


mankind. In one of his essays Lord { 


Macaulay draws a parallel between the 
careers of the two youngest nations, 
Russia and the United States, each 
of which seems destined to figure 
largely in this new century. 

Our American cousi 
tinguished by a certain national 
bashfulness which prevents them 
from confiding to the general public 
what they think of themselves, their j 
history and prospects, but upon the

We 
may feel sure that if the Emperor, 
1g we hope, is restored to power, it 
will only be necessary to mention 
such grievances as these. But while 
hoping to sce the Emperor restored, 
we must remember that Li Hung- 
chang the peace plenipotentiary is a 
devoted servant of the Empress 
Dowager and by no means a friend 
of the Emperor. 

There is another point that will 
have to be considered seriously when 
the definite terms of peace come up 
for discussion, and that is the offensive 
defence of the Yangtze. In conse- 
quence of the agreement made with 
the Yangtze and other Viceroys and 
Governors, and the very correct atti- 
tude maintained by H.E. Liu Kun- 
yi and ELE. Chang Chih-tung, the 
Forts at Woosung and on the Yangtzo 
have been harmless during all the 
troubles in the North, bnt the free 
accessibility and navigation of the 
Yangtze are not secure as long as 
these forts, from Woosung westward, 
remain in existence. ‘The Chinese 
Government, and the friendly Vice- 
roys themselves, regard them as a 
very strong card if there should be 

+ signs of the game going against 
them, and it cannot be dispnted that 
they are a standing menace to for- 
eigners. The expense of maintaining 
them and the attendant camps of 
soldiers is a very heavy drain 
on the people, and indirectly on 
foreign trade, and all but the officials 
would gladly see them dismantled 
and levelled with the ground. What- 








ever protestations may be made, 
most of us see good reason to ap 
prehend that a lasting blow has been 
dealt to British and American trate 
in the north of China, and that ix 
our commerce is to go on expanding, 
as we hope, it will have to be in 
the Yangtze Valley. We imagine 
that after the present experience 
it will take a long time to 
persuade the Powers to go to war 
with China again, and therefore 
everything possible should be done 
to settle all outstanding questions 
now, and this one of the maintenance 
of the Woosung and the other forts 
on the Yangtze is one of them.

cught to be stid, and so sxid to compel 
the attention of whatever Prime Ministor 
happen to be in power at home, yet it 
often appears as if it were « mere waste of 
time to demonstrate the relative inefiiciency 
of British methods, when such demonstra 
tons not only result in no changes, but do 
jot even seem to have any results what 
ever. There are thres informing chapters 
on Manchuria, two on Evstern Mongoli 

The nature of the “ Conclusions” which 
the author reached, may be indicated ina 
single word, “Beware.” He clearly re 
eegnises the fact, as so many others do 
likewise, that the policy of Great Britain 
—if that term be not altogether a mis- 
nomer—has for the past five years been 
weak, vacillating, and full of peril to her 
own interests in China and in Asia ; that 
it is indispensable that there should bo a 
change, and that such a cbange should be- 
gin at once. The events of the closing 
year of the century,since the final chapter 
was in print, only add to the weight of the 
contention, and we should like to be ablo 
to say that the tide has clearly turned, and 
that new plans are to be adopted and fol- 
jlowed up with patience and skill, until 
their effect shall be visible to all observers 
—but thus far nothing of the sort can be 
fairly claimed, or safely prophesied. Tho 
advice (p. 316) to cultivate right relations 
with the influential “Viceroys” (Gorernors- 
General) of the Yangtze Valley, of mora 
importance now than when it was penned, 
and the desirability of taking accurate ac: 
count of what claims the British have to 
that part of the Empire as a “sphere of 
influence,” is now more evident than at 
any previous time. 

It wonld be well jf books like the one 
under review could be published in a less 
expensive form, in order to attract a larger 
circle of readers before they have been 
crowded out by others fresher and equally, 
deserving of a hearing. We hare noted a 
few infelicities of statement or of expres- 
sion, such as the remark on p. 160 in re- 
gard to Peking: “From each gate-tower a 
vast thoroughfare runs straight through 
the city to the opposite gate, making four 
main thoroughfares in all—running’ east 
and west, north and south.” The'truth is 
that this is exactly what the Chinese do 
not want and will not have, especially in 
the capital of the Empire. “The Imperial 
city occupies the centre of the Tartar city, 
so that the roads between four of the nine 
gates are intercepted by it, and therefore 
cannot possibly “ran straight through the 

ity to the opposite gate,” the passage 
from the Ch‘ienmén northward ends in 
the Forbidden city, and there is no corre: 
pondine gate in the northern wall, while 
the Hatamén and the Antingmén are 
studiously placed so as not to be exactly, 
opposite. There remain only the Tung- 
chih and Hsichih gates for a straight road, 
and this is not rectilinear, as every tra- 
veller instantly perceives. Mr. Colquhoun 
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says that in Peking there are “no foreign 
houses, no macadam, no dog-carts or 
jinricshas, no electric lighting,” all of 
which (“dog-carts” perhaps excepted) has 
Jong been untrue, ‘The rieshas were in- 
troduced en masse under the protection of 
foreigners, and appeared to be well rooted, 
scores of the vehicles being employed in 
the Legations during the siege. There is 
every reason to expect that on the restora- 
tion of better times, they will resume their 
important place in providing for the tran- 
sportation of some of the numerous pas- 
sengers. It is hard to know what is meant 
by the singular statement (p. 181) that for- 
eigners go to the seaside to “avoid the 
rat” What Seat?” Ti 
““pi-sbu” (aot hsu) means “to escape the 
hoat,” and has no connection with any 
vermin. oe 

‘Mr. Colquhoun expresses the opinion 
(p. 221) that “European and American 
missions have as yet scarcely made their 
influence felt in Manchuria,” a view singu- 
larly at variance with that held by many 
who know something of the phenomenal 
and indeed unexampled spread of Chris- 
tianity within that part of the Empire 
during the past five years. 

‘There is a sense in which the remark is @ 
mere understatement, but relatively to the 
greatness of the work already done, and 
in comparison with results elsewbere it is 
almost sure to be misunderstood. We find 
it difficult to understand what is meant by 
tho term “gavorting” (in, quotation marks 
indeed, p. 271) unless it be “cavorting, 
which is a real word, as the other cannot 
claim to be. On every occasion but one, 
where the religion of the Mongols is re- 
ferred to, wo hear of Lamaism, and the 
Jamas. Why then (on page 259) should 
we be offered the surprising information 
that in Urga “there are more than ten 
thousand lamas congregated in the two 
huge lamasaries,” and how is it credible 
that so vast a number of thé South Ameri- 
can, woolly-haired, eameloid quadrupeds 
are massed in so unlikely a situation? The 
persistent error is the more striking as in 
‘a foot-note on the same page, the Mongol 
name of Urga is given as “Bogdt Lama en 
Hurae,” which is translated as “the en- 
closure or encampment of the supreme 
Lama!”

Officials oppress the gentry 
gentry squeeze the tenants. As is gener 
ally the ease, especially in China, the poor, 
though innocent, must suffer and bear the 
burden. 

‘THE NATIVES FRIENDLY. 

We were kindly and courteously received 
and the same friendly relations exist as 
heretofore. We would not have known of 
the trouble if friends had not informed us. 
Many of the Chinese who were staunch 
friends to the Church, during the troublous 
times of the summer, though not Chris- 
tians, are even more friendly now. They 
are anxious to see the church of God es- 
tablished in Changshu, so much so that 
they are very willing and glad to aid finan- 
cially, which is good proof of their earnest- 
ness.

“Proclamation issued by the French 
Consul, Kiungchow, Hainan. 

“1 (Monsieur) Blanchet, the representa- 
tive of France in Luichou and Hainan have 
appealed to the ruler of my country for 
permission to open a hospital in Hoihow, 
and have purchased a piece of land at Rod 
Cliff Plain (near Hoihow) for th 
but have not erected a building as yet. 
‘This season, owing to the urgent need 
caused by the ravages of the plague, T 
eased a house in ‘Sands of Victory” (in 
Hoihow) and invited a physician of repute, 
Monsieur Feray, to 4 
‘The record book shows that more than 
15,000 patients have received treatment. 
Monsieur Feray never wearying of doin, 

ood, avoiding neither heat nor cold, la 
Bouring uncessingly, with the stars for a 
cloak and the moon for a head covering, 
minding neither wind nor rain, thinking 
only of benefiting others, has requested the 
privilege of opening another hospital in the 
“Firm Loyalty” Street in Kiungchow. 
‘This request, Chave been happy to grant, 
and on the 10th day of the 11th moon 
December Bist) this aco ill be opened.

She left here on Thursday 
morning at 7. We were very much astonish- 
ed to meet some of the passengers this 
morning with thd news that the steamer 
was a complete wreck and had gone to the 
bottom. 


‘(THE WRECK IN THE RAPIDS. 
‘The accident took place at the Tungling 
rapid on Thursday at 11.30 a.m. The 
steamer struck a rock and water imme- 
diately poured into the bunkers. She be- 
gan to go down by the head and at the 
same time to float down the river. With 
difficulty the passengers got off. In a 
short time after striking she went down 
head first and now lies in very deep water 
invisible. Some of the foreigners had 
very narrow escapes and up to time of 
writing all havo not arrived yet. A num- 
ber of Chinese were drowned and it is 
thought the Captain has gone down too. 
HELP FOR THE PASSENGERS. 

We have been all doing our best for the 
wrecked ones, supplying clothing and other 
necessaries. Crowds of Chinese are stand- 
ing on the foreshore hero discussing the 
affair, It was very lucky that no foreign 
ladies and children were on board, else 
the loss of life had been greater. This is 
a cad_blow to the steamer navigation of 
the Upper Yangtze. Fuller details will 
be had in Shanghai from the wrecked pas- 
songers some of whom are returning.

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A REMARKABLE PROCLAMATION. 

‘The yoar has been for the farmers ono of 
exceptional prosperity. This, added to the 
prevailing quiotness,makes a stato of affairs 
in happy contrast to that in the North. 
All lines of business soem to be looking up 
after the recout depression. ‘The prico of 
rice, however, is low, being cheaper by one- 
third than in Shanghai, 

Governor Liu passed through here recent- 
ly with great éclat. Ho is said not to have 
had the appearance at all of an official who 
had been relieved of office on account, of 
misdemeanour, but to have left as one going 
to a higher post. Just before retiring he 
issued a proclamation dealing with the 
situation. It is dated the 9th day of the 
10th moon, 80th November. It makes 
rather interesting reading, and I venture 
to subjoin you » translation. It is edify- 
ing to learn that all tho troubles are due 
to quarrels between the people and 
tho church members. No doubt this is a 





very convenient doctrine for the ex- 
Governor and some of his subordinates. 

‘The proclamation reads as follows :— 

“Jn reverent obedience to Imperial re- 
scripts for the protection of churches and 
enjoining the strict prohibition of quarrels 
between the people and the church mem- 
bers. 

“On the 26th year of Kuang Hsit'on the 
2st of the 6th moon (17th July), we 
received the following Imperial order :— 
‘At this time trouble has arisen between 
China and foreign countries originating in 
disturbances between the people and the 
church members ‘and to such an extent as 
to bring about hostilities, and even now 
fighting has not yet ceased. The mer- 
chants of the various countries in China 
are not a few and they are all likewise 
hentitled to protection. It is commanded 
that the Tartar-Generals and Governors 
make enquiries as to foreign merchants and 
missionaries who are residing in the various 
ports and prefectures and districts, and, 
according to treaty assiduously afford pro- 
tection to all. There must be no remiss- 
ness. This is the command of the Throne. .. 

“Already these instructions have been re- 
veroutly received, and there has been gen- 
eral compliance therewith in the lower 
courts. We have made enquiries through- 
out Chékiang province where ports hare 
been opened for a long timo and where 
churches have been numerously established. 
Foreign merchants in the open ports are 
engaged in trade, and the people, becom- 
ing accustomed to this state of affairs, 
have accepted it without further trouble. 
But everywhere where there are churches 
the people and the church member, aro 
always at variance. As to the mission- 
aries, they have come from far away over 
the seas, ten thousands of miles, to pro- 
claim their religion. Their aim js to ex- 
hort people to be good, and they have no 
ulterior motives. 

“There is no law to forbid any of those 
among you to believe and enter the 
eburebes. Those who are not inclined to 
believe are free to act as they please. Why 
then these mutual wranglings and animo- 
sities? Those who enter the churches are 
still my people and why then is there a 
distinction made, Those who are of tho 
samo class go to killing each other. It 
should be known that the church members 
and the people are all on an equal footing. 
‘Whore there is mutuaf quarrelling and 
fighting the churches and missionaries 
being drawn in, the church people, on 
the one hand, ate involved in unspeakable 
Gistress; on the other hand, the ordinary 
people become implicated so that their 
rulers, and even the Emperor himself, 
barely escapo the anxiety of sleeples: 
hts and incessant worry. 

‘The royal command has been again 
and again reiterated with persistent 
assiduity, calling upon officials and 
people to diligently obey. Now we 
say to you people that you should all 
respect the rights of protection. Those 
people who belong to the churches ought 
to co-operate with the missiouaries aud 
observe the customs of the churches and 
thus get to yourselves a good name aud 
not provoke tho missionaries to anger. 
‘Thus you may cultivate peace. ‘Those who 
do not belong to the churches should 
sympathise with the missionaries as with 
good men who exhort the people to do 
better. You should regard them as friends 
and neighbours and be cordial toward the 
church members as being your fellow- 
countrymen, and yourselves afford co 
pleté protection. ‘Tha civil and military 
Officials everywhere have been strictly 
charged by Imperial orders to grant pro- 
tection. How much more the people. If 
thore are had characters who make tron- 
ble for the missionaries and trample on 
































their rights, they will undoubtedly be 
punished. All civil and military officials 
in our jurisdiction must observe our com 
mends even as we have observed the com- 
mands of the Throne. If you the people 
dare to be at emmity with the churches, 
you not only oppose your rulers but the 
very Emperor himself. How great the 
sin! Not a few but many times have wo 
warned you lest the stupid people be mis- 
led by the bad, and thus by ono fatal 
mistake be taken in the meshes of the 
law, where they will incur a terrible 
punishment, and do you not know that 
we ourselves are to be pitiless in such a 
case? 

“Take the receut events in the North 
s an example, The confusion of tho 
year in Peking began simply in quar- 
rels between the people and the church 
members and brought sudden waste 
and destruction to happy and 
prosperous section. And on inquiry into 
the affairs of Chihli we find that of peo- 
ple and soldiers there have died during the 
disturbances about oue million, ‘The 
rich and prosperous are starving to 
death. The aged and weak and women 
and children -have fallen upon the spears 
of the enemy. Nine ont of every 
ten houses are deserted. Piles _ of 
corpses fill the streets and stop the 
alleys. The eye cannot bear to see 
nor the ear to hear it all. And tho begin- 
ning of all this calamity had its undoubted 
cause in the quarrels between the people 
and the church members! 

“We are grieved to the heart at theso 
things. And therefore we give our com- 
mands to the soldiers and to the people. 
You must know that the protection of the 
churches is all by Imperial rescript issued 
for this very purpose. If there are any 
who despise these commands they are dis- 
turbers of the peace and rebels against tho 
Government. As to such the law ix not 
Tenient. They are to be killed at sight 
and their homes made a waste—indeed a 
heavy penalty. Fathers must warn their 
sons and elder their younger brothers. 
All must scrupulously obey our instruc 
tions. Thus the people and church mem 
ders will be at peace and happy in their 
mutual accord while the insubordinate 
will bo punished. The failure of people 
and church merabers to live in peace will 
be regardel a criminal. Let the affairs 
“f the North be a solemn warning. We 
issue strict orders for the arrest of rumowr- 
mongers and peace-disturbers, thus nipping 
tho trouble in the bud, and there will be 
no quarter. You must attend each to his 
own business and keep in mind the penal- 
of disobedience, and thus not make in 
vain our anxiety in warning you again. 
Ay some of the people cannot read the 
Wenli, let the scholars read and explain to 
them that thay may understand. ‘This is 
my earnest wish.”

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THE COSTKOL OF THE RaILWay. 
If the news this week from keking be but:

The actual 
terminus of the railway is the gate of the 
Temple of Heaven, a rather appropriate 
station for the capital of the Celestial Em- 
pire.

‘THE RAILWAY. 


Ie is announced here that the railway is 
to be handed back to Mr, Kinder on the 
Uth of January. That gentleman will 
have no light task before him, for the 
Russians have taken away, both from ‘Tong. 
shan and Shanhaikuan, everything they 
could lay their hands on in the shape of 
railway plant, stores, and materials. From 
‘Tongshan they have actually removed all 
the new machinery from the new work- 
shops, and the British anthorities must 
have found it rather irksome to look on 
and be prevented by high policy from in- 
terfering. 

At the Shanhaikuan Bridge Works they 
have not even left a hammer or a pot of 
paint in the way of stores. At both places 
only the bare walls are left, and experts 
tell me that the Russians have secured at 
least fifty thousand pounds’ worth of 
inaterial, ° 

‘THE BRIDGE WORKS 
should at least, one would think, have been 
defended by the British authorities, for 
they were entirely occupied with construc- 
tion work, and had nothing to do with the 
‘open line, all the stores and material for 
which were drawn from Tongshan only. 
General Reed was no doubt acting under 
orders when he allowed this, for Lam told 
that he was fully informed of the facts, 
and it cannot have been pleasant to. him to 
sit still and allow the British bondholders’ 
property to be “conveyed” like this.

| the Powers at Peking have been a little 
injudicivus in their demands upon the 
Chinese authorities, and will have to re- 
cede, *Axsuming,” says Dr. Morriso 
“that the Chin-se envoys uccept the terins 
of the joint note, serious work will then 
begin, First comes the extreme difiiculty 
of enforcing th+ death sentences on the 
princes and officials, of compelling the 
Court to return to Peking, and of removing 
the Empress and the Emperor from the 
domination of Tang Fu-hsiang, who most 
unreasonably appears uuwi‘ling to execute 
himself, even in deference to the com- 
mand of the German Emperor.” The 
“Times” has not commented in any way 
on this significant utterance of theie corres- 
pondent; but it is noticeable that in the 
only leader which they have since Wiad on 
the China question, they adopt not quite 
‘so confident @ tone as to the neces ity of 
‘ carrying out to the full a vigorous punitive 
policy.

It seems 
that sulphuric acid is used in the prepara- 
tion of these products, and that the firm in 
question bad used cheap “commercial” 
instead of pure sulphuric acid. This com- 
mercial sulphuric acid contains very 
appreciable amounts of arsenic, and hence 
all the trouble. The scientists, who admit 
that they have received every assistance 
in the investiyations from the browers and 
suyar inanufacturers, justly pride them-

CHRISTMAS REGATTA AT 
CHEFOO. 
+ 


Christmas-day at Chefoo was signalised 
by light airs aud fine clear weather, more 
befitting spring than winter. The Euro- 
pean vessels in port were seasonably dress- 
ed in bunting and green foliage and pre- 
sented a most gay appearance. It was an} 
ideal day for a Regatta, and by the united 
efforts of Capt. Dawson of the s.s. Hoihow, 
Capt. Paramore of the s.s. Haiting, and 
Capt. Sanderson and Mr. Caswell of the 
8,8. Chefoo, the latter of whom displayed a 
feverish energy to organise it, an im- 
promptu programme of sports was hastily 
arranged which met with the general ap- 
proval of all concerned. All assisted in a 
thoroughly sportsmanlike manner and the 
result was voted a huge success. The 
Chefoo was honoured by being chosen for 
the flagship, and the genial hospitality of 
Capt. Sanderson and his officers to their 
many visitors was heartily appreciated. A 
silver cup contributed by the Chefoo, and 
suitably inscribed to commemorate the oc- 
casion by Mr. Jones, the Chief Engineer 
of that vessel, was the coveted trophy to 
be contended for. 

Arrangements for the Srst or, the “Cup” 
race, were soon completed and the compet- 
ing boats filed in line. The course was 
circular and about:a mile in extent. There 
were ouly three entries—the Hoihow, Hai- 
ting, and Chefoo’s gigs manned by their 
customary crews and coxswained by the 
chief officers of their respective ships. A 
good start was effected and the Hoihow's 
boat soon gained the lead which she main- 
tained throughout the race, though closely 
followed by the Chefoo's, and came in an 
casy winner. The Haiting’s gig which pulls 
six oars was debarred from this race, and 
their dingey substituted in its stead, and 
had it been manned by a better crew would 
have been a formidable rival as was 
subsequently proved. The race was 
hotly contested and caused the greatest 
excitement, cheers greeting the winning 
hoat on its arrival. On presenting the 
cup. Capt. Dawson made an appropriate 
little speech which was modestly acknow- 
ledged by Mr. Kyles, its proud recipien 
For the present the cup will be retained by 
the s.s. Hoihow, and Mr. Kyles, the Chief 
Officer, will be pleased to exhibit it to anx- 
one desirous of seeing it. Apart from its 























late connection, it is well worth a risit of 
inspection; its antiquated pattern . and 
beauty of design, with its beautiful en- 
graved inscription, the only known evi- 
dence of this talented artist's handiwork, 
gives it a value inestimable. We trust our 
nautical friends will take the earliest op- 
portunity of visiting the Hoihow to see the 
cup, and that a sight of it may incite them 
in becoming aspirants for its possession in 
the future. The second and most amusing 
race of the day was that of the Europeans 
in sampans, and would not have been in- 
aptly named an “Obstacle Race,” as it cer- 
tainly proved an obstacle which few of 
them managed to overcome. It afforded 
the greatest amusement to the Chinese 
spectators, and the sampan men were ob- 
viously elated at the discomfiture of their 
European imitators. The course was only 
a short one, and the competitors traversed 
it as an ostrich might, only not as fast. 
‘The winner, Mr. Pinkerton, was the only 
exception and elicited the warmest praise 
from the many onlookers at the marvellous 
dexterity he displayed in handling his 
craft. Some gave it up altogether, while 
one unfortunate had to be towed back by 
a friendly native. Another so expended 
his strength that he was obliged to go on 
board the Haiting to recoup before con- 
tinuing the homeward journey. 

The gigs, the Haiting again entering 
her dingey, were now manned by Euro- 
peans, each boat being steered by its own 
Captain. From the start the Chefoo put 
ona spurt and rapidly drew away from the 
others, the Hoihow coming next but hard 
pressed by the Haiting. The Chefoo still 
maintained and increased her lead, but on 
the home stretch tle Haiting, which had 
now passed the Hoihow, was slowly but 
surely overhauling her, and an exciting 
finish was anticipated. “Each crew strain- 
ed their utmost, but the Chefoo meant to 
retrieve her former defeat and came in 
the winner, with the Haiting a good se- 
cond, and the Hoihow nowhere. It was 
a most exciting and well contested race, 
and had the distance been a little further 
the result might have been different. 
Aiter tiffin the sports were again resumed 
by a gig race with sailor crews, the Hoihow 
again coming in first, and the Haiting se- 
cond, with the Chefoo a bad third. Then 
came the sailors’ anid firemen’s race, a go- 
as-you-please sort of affair, which was 
equally as diverting as the European sam- 
pan race. The Haiting’s six-oared gig en- 
tered for this, and was manned by six of 
her black squad who pulled very lustily 
but in a most startiing and spasmodical 
manner, and presented the appearance of 
a windmill in difficulties most of the time. 
Others might have been mistaken for fish- 
ermen by the pumber of crabs they caught. 
They ali did their best, however, and the 
race was a close one, the Chefoo and Hoi- 
how's boats keeping close together the 
whole way. When rounding the last vessel 
on the home stretch a foul occurred be- 
tween those two and for a moment it was 
thought the Haiting’s dingey would get 
past and gain the prize, but the Chefoo 
managed to get clear first and came in a 
winner by half a length. Mr. Sampson, 
the coxswain of the Hoihow, protested and 
claimed a foul, but he was overruled and 
the race was awarded to the coxswain of 
the Chefoo, Mr. Shearer, who was compli- 
mented upon the skill he exhibited in ex- 
tricating his firemen from a critical situa- 








The next was a chovel race with the gigs 
‘by their native crews, and the Hoihow was 








| again successful. A similar race was pro- 


posed for the Europeans, and the Chefoo 
and Hoihow agreed to contest it between 
them. The Chefoo led from the start, and 
would undoubtedly bate won, but when 


rounding the mark the Hoilow’s crew, 
taking advantage of their opponents’ backs 
being towards them, laid hold of their gun- 
wale and were vowed. The extra strain 
soon told upon the Chefoo’s men and they 
gave out, while the Hoihow’s crew, fresh 
from their late rest, romped home. 

Darkness having now set in, the sports 
were ended. 

Besidies the events here enumerated, 
there were several native sampan races, 
nd games of skill were also much indulged 
in. Generous prizes were awarded the 
victors, while consolation gifts soon di 
pelled the disappointed feelings of their 
less fortunate rivals. 

‘Mutual congratulations were exchanged 
between the Europeans, and Captains 
Dawson, Paramore, and Sanderson earned 
a well merited compliment at the success- 
ful accomplishment of their endeavours. 

The majority of the company naw re- 
turned to their ships, all unanimous in 
asserting it was the best and jolliest 
Christmas they had ever spent in China,

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 
To the Editor of the 
*Norrn Carxa Dairy News.” 

Sin,—The new Treaty may be all we 
want on paper, but it will not make the 
Chinaman any more fond of the “For- 
eigner” than before. Yet hundreds, if 
not thousands, of Europeans will soon be 
going to live and work in the interior, 
missionaries, miners, merchants, surveyors, 
and others, and they will be subjected to 
contumely from the great mass of the 
Chinese people ; contumely pushed too far 
leads to riots: riots lead to bloodshed. 

‘The North has had a lesson which may 
last ten years. In Ceutral and Southern 
China the people throw stones and hail 
the traveller as Foreign Devil, much as of 
yore. The ordinary Chinaman knows 
nothing of our power to avenge attack nor 
credits us with determination to avenge 
insults: and, as regards the latter he is 
probably right. 

The remedy I suggest is simple and prac- 
tical. When peace is made and the time 
comes to withdraw our garrisons, let the 
Indian troops march home through Central 
and South-West China and let the French 
march overlaud to Tougking. Let this 
Jand-march homewards be stipulated for in 
the forthcoming Treaty, anere need bo 
no fighting, and our disciplined troops can 
be relied upon to treat the neople fairly 
and pay for their supplies. The winter 
climate of this part of China is perfect 
and it would be a healthy picnic for the 
men. I will leave our French friends to 
find their own way home, but as to our 
Indian troops, I would say: Take them 
to Ichang by steamer, or on to Chungking 
if the Government can provide the tran- 
sport. From either place good, though 
narrow, stone roads lead over the moun- 
tains until the wider earth roads of the 
Yiinnan plateau are reached. Along these 
paths two men can walk abreast but the 
Chinese are accustomed to see their troops 
march in single file only: there is no fear 
of ambush; the Chinese, in their present 
state, will only be too glad to avoid all 
excuse for fighting, knowing as they do 
that it is impossible for them to organise 
any true opposition. The march from 
Ichong to Bhamo would take three 
months; the winter climate is such that 
men could bivouack in the open, but if 
tents are preferred, porters to carry them, 
together with luxuries that tho country 
does not furnish, can be hired for a song 
along the whole of the route. Horses 
should only be taken in limited number 
owing to the scarcity of forage and the 
stony paths. 

‘A military promenade of this nature 
will effectually prevent the mandarins 
deceiving tho people into the belief that 
the foreign armies have been once more 
driven out of China, as in 1860, and that 
the result of the “double eight” moons 
of 1900 is simply

Armenia and 
China call for a stout heart and a strc 
arm romewhere. If the Sultan and his 
satraps had been punished, Tuan, Tung &

We all regret supineness at the coup 
d'état in the autumn of 1898. We may 
yet regret being too busy to attend to this 
insignificant coup in December, 1900.

Si,—Your leader of the 24th ultimo 
criticising Sir Robert Hart's article “The 
Peking Legations,” enumerates the causes 
of the Boxer movement, according to the 
Tnspector-General of Customs, as follows : 

“The Chinese Government were exas- 
perated by various commercial stipulations, 
aes by missionary propagandisin, by the 
interference of Roman Catholics in litiga- 
tion, ete.” 

Now on pago 7 of the reprinted article I 
read, “Chinese Christians did not win the 
esteem or goodwill of their fellows 
by deserting Chinese for foreign cults . . . 
and lastly... « by getting their religious 
teachers, more especially the Roman Ca- 
tholics, to interfere on their behalf in liti- 
gation.” 

I do not here deal with the root of the 
question. For many of your contributors,

and perhaps also of your readers, it is a 
self-evident truth, a first principle, that 
the Catholic missionary seeks for political 
power, takes the place of the civil magis- 
trate, mixes himself up in the litigation of 
the members of his flock, etc., ete., while 
the Protestant missionary, solely occupied 
with the spiritual care of his couverts, re- 
fuses to enter into their temporal affairs. 
Perhaps before long I may ask a place in 
your columns to refute this favourite thesis 
of Protestant ministers of all deuomina- 
tions, in accord on one point only, hostility 
to the Roman Church. On this occasion 
I will content myself with rectifying the 
text quoted incorrectly, though doubtless 
without unkind intention. Excuse my in- 
tervention, which I am sure you will under- 
stand. fs 

Sir R. Hart thinks that all the mission- 
aries have gone too far in protecting their 
converts. Such is his opinion, which he 
expresses with all liberty and sincerity. 
Following 2 common prejudice, he leaves 
a larger part of the responsibility in the 
common error to Catholics. They have 
long been accustomed to be thus treated 
by Protestant writers. They will not even 
call attention to the fact that, their num- 
ber largely exceeding as it does that of the 
Protestants, it is natural that their litign- 
tions should be more frequent also. They 
simply remark to-day that the writer in 
the “North-China Daily News’ has exag- 
gerated the statement of Sir R. Hart, in 
leaving to the Roman Catholics the entire 
respousibility which Sir Robert divides, 
although inequally, between the teachers 
of the two confessions. 

As the remark may be worth making at 
the. end of this long letter, allow me, Sir,

We beg most respectfully to express our 
sincere and hearty thankfulness. We are 
natives of Kianguan provinces. Our homes 
are in Peking. During this war we have 
greatly suffered, and ail our private pro- 
perties hare been destroyed. We havo 
therefore had a very hard time to live 
there. 

Many of our own countrymen of Kiang- 
nan provinces in Peking’ were taken to 
their homes by Mr. Lu Shu-fang, Chief 
of the Committee of the Chinese Rescuing 
and Relieving Society (Ff i] Se BF 
MG 47 Ge PE BE TE). Owing to 
tho river being frozen up the Chinese 
Rescuing and Relieving Society was unable 
to take us to Shanghai, for it would be 
very dangerous to go to Tientsin by land. 
At our request, however, they solicited 
protection from the Allied Powers. The 
American Commander-in-Chief General A, 
f d to afford 
protection on our journey to Tientsin. 
Upon hearing this news, all our families 
cried for joy, knowing they could escort 
us in safety. The American Commander 
in-Chief General Chaffce sent a band of 60 
soldiers and many other followers under 
the command of Captain Baddock to pro- 


To 
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tect us. We left Peking on the Ist of 
December, 1900, aud were four days on 
the way to Tientsin. During this journey 
we were kept from harm by the care of 
tho said officer and did not meet with the 
slightest trouble, We arrived at Shang- 
hai a few days ago as the American Minis. 
ter Mr. E. H. Conger and Commander- 
Chief General Chaffeo have been so good 
to such poor mortals. We can hardly for- 
get their kndness as long as we live. Wa 
therefore beg most sincerely to tell all our 
countrymen throughout the Empire to 
take notice of the Americans. They are 
not only kind to us but all our countrymen 
in North-China have been receiving kindly 
treatment from them. Thanking you 
for inserting this expression of your grati- 
tude in your paper.

THE RELIEF OF NATIVE 
CHRISTIANS. 
‘Yo the Editor of the 
“Norm-Cuixa Dany News.” 

Sin,—The papers have heen filled with 
terrible stories of the massacre of mission- 
aries and native Christians and of the aw: 
ful sufferings of many who escaped. ‘The 
papers have also shown that the surviving 
Christians in Chihli; Shantung, Honan, 
and especially in Shansi and Shensi, are 
suffering not only from famine but also 
from the loss of all things—houses burnt, 
cattle stolen—and they dare not appear 
to receive the ordinary dole given to the 
famine poor in the districts where they are 
known to be Christians. 

‘The poor Christians in Peking city were 
aided ‘when the siege was raised and, 
thanks to the efforts of some foreign offi- 
cers, some compensation was given by local 
magistrates to some outside the city. 

But the greatest concern is felt for the 
Christians in Shansi and Shensi. Tt is not 
safe for missionaries or native Christians 
to carry relief there. Efforts are there- 
fore being made either to get the Chinese 
authorities through Chung Chih-tumg to 
send escort for foreigners of the China 
Inland Mission who have volunteered to 
g0, or through the plenipotentiarics to 
get the Chinese authorities to sce to it 
that none of the native Christians should 
suffer any more in any way, but that pro- 
tection and prompt relief be given them at 
once. 

Some friends in Shanghai have felt very 
keenly that something should be done to 
help the Christians, consequently we wire

formation upon the subject. Tn the mean- 
time Dr. Edwards sent us from Peking 
that long and interesting letter about the 
condition of Shansi which appeared last 
week in an evening paper.

| Laoling there are 3,103 members, of whom 


|2,010 are destitute cases. The remaining 


1,093 are also needy, as persecution was 
especially severe in that region. The 
American Board report about 800 mem- 
bers in their work connected with P‘ang- 
chuang and Linchiag who will need help. 

In the regions to the east of Tientsin the 
Methodist New Connection have 1,089 
members, most of whom will need help. 
Three hundred of them are especially 
destitute. The Methodist Episcopal Mis- 
sion have about 4,000 members left. This 


the regions to the south and east, most of 
whom will need relief later on. 

The local officials are doing something in 
some places for them but there is certain 
to be much need among them. Some 
funds have been received by the Methodist 
Episcopal. the American Board and the 
London Missions. 

The American Board think the funds in 
hand will be sufficient for their own needs. 
The English Methodist brethren are hope- 
ful that on their visit to K’aip'ing next 
week the sums already promised by the 
Yungp‘ing official may be forthcoming for 
use in that region. 

‘We do not include the region around Pe- 

ing as we understand you are communi- 
eating with the missionaries there. Of 
Shansi and Shensi we cannot speak de- 
finitely. A few refugees from tho former 
province have come here and are now re- 
ceiving relief. The distress is certain to 
be very great. but at present we have no 
way to reach the people or to relieve their 
destitution.

#As regards your wire we decided that as 
far as the American Presbyterian and the 
English Baptist Mission in Shantung were 
concerned there seemed no special need at 
present for a public appeal for funds, but 
we felt most strongly that something 
should be done for the Shansi Christians. 
We had considerable difficulty in devising 
a plan for supplying prompt and effective 
To send any foreigner with or with- 
Jout troops seemed unpracticable at the 
| present time. To send natives with funds 
| meant more than probable loss of money 
‘and possibly further loss of life, and in any 
{case an uncertainty as to the effectiveness 
of the plan and the certainty of waste in 
large measure. No other course presented 
itself to our mind than an endeavour to 
bring pressure to bear on the Chinese au- 
rities to render the needed aid. As 
this whole trouble and awful calamity has 
{heen caused by the direct instigation and 
| connivance of those in power, it seems ouly 
| just that they should now be required to 
jtake such steps for immediate relief as is 
ie under the circumstanees. Accord- 
jingly we have sent to Dr. Edwards in Pe- 
king by the hand of Mr. Robert Stephen 
of the Pakou Mission, Mongolia, copies of 
| the letters received from Mr. McKee from 
|Pingyangfu, Shansi, and all the informa- 
| tion we can give regarding the condition of

But we no sooner 
give up all than we find ourselves posses- 
sors of all.

What is the 
compensating blessing? They, the mar- 
tyrs, have the eternal weight of glory; but 
to us, too, the blessing will be adequate to 
the sufferings and the loss incurred.

Two mis- 
sionaries and one Shanghai resident then 
hore testimony to the benefits they had 
personally derived from the daily meetings 
for waiting upon God. ‘These meetings 
have been in progress for four months and 
have helped to meet a necd that was very 
generally felt at this time of crisis. In an- 
swer to prayer a great deal of good has 
been done through those who have received 
Benefit at these meetings. Evangelistic 
work has been done among the German, 
French, American, and British soldiers and 
sailors with excellent results. Chinese 
have also had the Gospel preached to them, 
and money has been sent to assist the or- 
phanage work carried on in Japan by Mr. 
Ishii. A conference for the deepening of 
spiritual life was held some three months 
ago, and a weekly conference mecting for 
the elucidation of mission methods is now 
running its course. Both of these confer- 
ences took their rise in the meetings for 
waiting upon God, and the New Year's 
special service was itself a consummation 
of these meetings. 

The service was brought to a close by the 
singing of the doxology. 








THE 
JAPANESE CONTINGENT. 


BY A FELLOW-COUNTRYMAN, 
——>-—_. 


I went to visit the Japwese contingent 
the other day. An officer showed me very 
Kindly over every part of the camp. The 
Japanese camp consists of a large godown 
anil a few Chinese houses, and is ax much 
as tivo and a-half miles east of the Garden 
Bridge. ‘The yodown is used for dwell 
purposes, and the Chinese houses are 
devoted to other objects. The 
which is built of rough bricks in th 
storeys, is so situated that communications 
with men-of-war or merchant ships are very 
ensy and convenient, and the view is so 
open and delightful that it helps to udd to 
the happiness of tho men’s life. On the 
western side lies a wide, level square, used 

swith advanbige for mancouvring and as a 
place where the men can walk after evening 
quarters. 

Tn the upper storey of the godown there 
are the officers’ rooms and there is space 
where the sailors can be given lessons in 
gunnery, torpedo management, seamanship, 
ete. All the men live on the second storey, 
while pro 
other things are kept in good order below. 

At cight o'clock in the morning the men 
go to learn their lessons. In the afternoon 
some are allowed to go out on leave till 
four o'clock, to bathe, or to fence ; others 
are sent to field manceuvres lasting till 
half-past three o'clock, The conduct and 
character of the men are carefully attended 
to, and at times they are warned and 
exhorted not to misbehave and s0, even 
by trifling acts, give great trouble to the 
authorities. 

‘Phe officer said that the force was here 
to protect everyone against all enemies, 
for the common good, for Europeans a5 
much as for Japanese, and he said 

any people who wished to visit the camp 
trould be welcomed, aud shown every part 
that could be visited. As there are no

The delay in sending 
the instalments will very likely be at 
rributed to the present trubles but i x 
expected that Viceroy Liu’s opponents at 
Court will try their best to push home 
serious charges against him in the near 
future, and that this one of non-sending 
money to Kansu will be a very grave one.

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THE GREAT BLUNDER AT 
SHANHAIKUAN. 





When the Allied Forces occupied Shan 
haikuan, Russian” detachments only push-’ 
ed on into south-west Manchuria. ‘The 
last gateway into that fertile province is 
closed, as they will not now allow anyone 
else to go beyond the Great Wall. 

Recent statisties appearing in the “N.. 
Daily News? proved that the trade of this 
province is large. ‘The value of the trade 
of all Powers (except Russia) with Man- 
churia is twice the value of Russian trade 
with all China, and is capable of immenso 
development. in agricultural and mineral 
industries. The accompanying diagram 
shows the size of the province compared 
with Europe. 

Military authorities (except Russian) ap- 
pear utterly unable to realise the commer- 
cial situation. Russia is fully entitled to 
an ice-free port, and a terminus for her 
great Siberian enterprise, but that is a 
very thing from preventing other 
concessions being wiven, and con'rolling 
all enterprise and bu iness in Manchuria. 
Yet this is what has happened; nota 
single soldier (except Russian) has entered 
Manchuria, to protect the interests of 
trade. 

Shanghai is the commercial capital of 
China, and if one of their lucrative 
markets, in the first province to be opened 
up by railways, is not to be utterly lost, 
it rests with the merchants there to demand 
the “open door,” especially through Shan- 
haikuan, where it is still possible to havo 
a neutral railway into South Manchuria 
and the fertile valley of the Liaok‘aimén,

TREATY REVISION. 
—— 

‘Tho Consul-General for Germiny some 
time back i-sued a request to the German 
Association of Shanghai to point out the 
principal subjects deruanding attention in 
the coming creaty revision. Hereuyon the 
Committee of the Associarion of German 
Merchants in Shanghai requested indivi- 
dual members to hand in to it proposds for 
such changes as they might deem desirable ; 
which proposals, after examination by the 
Committee, have been embodied in a 
Memorandum which has been handed into 
the Imperial Consulate-General. We hava 
to thank our German contemporary, tho 
“Ostasiatische Lloyd,” for a list of the 
commercial changes advocated, of which we 
now give cur readers a translation. 

1.—Revision of the Customs tariff : 

().—Ad valorem duties shall, where 
possible, be replaced by specific duties, 

The former of these have led to much 
uvplossuntvess between German importers 
and the Customs’ authorities. ‘Tho chief 
nvsiness in articles subjecr to the ad 
valorem duty of five per cent is in Gorman 
hands, The Chinese Customs’ authorities 
ate offen not sure themselves of the basis 
upon which ai valorem duties siiould bo 
reckoned ; whether on the selling price or 
va invoice cost. ‘The treaties stipulate 
simply that duty. shall be paid upon the 
market value, Goods not already sold are 
submitted for valuation to the subordinate 
Customs’ officers ; but these are rarely 
able to determine the real value and cases 
have occurred where yoods have been 
appraised at three or four times their real 
value, notwithstanding the production of 
original invoices. Inthe case of s dis- 
agreement occurring in goods sold ‘to 
arrive,” the Customs demand to inspect 
the seller's sale-books, an unworthy pro- 
cedure to which the merchant often 
submits rather than expose himself to 
greater trouble arid loss, 
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Likin duties, either :— 

—to be abandoned altozether and 
higher import duties sulisti- 
tuted, i.e. toallow goods that 
have ‘once paid import duty 
to pass free through China; 
or 

—to unite the management of the 
Likin with that of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs, a well- 
‘conducted instit 

















an inland treaty por: to Shanghai for ship- 
ment, have to pay a Coast-trade Duty of 
2h per cent in addition to the Export 
Duty of 5 per cent : the former has to he 
refunded to the Exporter after the goods 
have been sent abroad. But, as these half- 
duty certificates have to be collected from 
the authorities in the Chinese City, four to 
six months often elapse before the 
exporter gets his money beck: even then 
he can only employ the Drawhack for 
payment of duty on the same article and at 
the original inland port, as, for instance, 
Tchang or Chungking ; and is consequently 
often. compelled to’ sell his Drawback 
Certificates at aloss, occasionally even he is 
unable to make any use of them at all : 
hence it should be demanded that 
1,—Half-duty Drawbacks should be 
issucd in less time; say, 
within (wo months, and 
2.—These Drawbacks should be 
made available for payment 
of export ot import duties 
indiscriminately and at any 
Customs’ station, or be re- 
deemable for cxsh at their full 
value. 

2.—The Customs’ regulations regarding 
Night Permits, Sunday Permits, etc. re- 
quire a radical revision, 

3.—Bonded Warehouses. 

So far the Chinx Merchants’ Co. 
wharves alone possess this privilege Tet 
should be stipulated that all the ware- 
housing companies in Shanghai should 
hold the samo rights as long as they 
‘conform to the regulations of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs. How unreaso: able is 
this condition for the whole mercantile 
community of Shanghai is shown by the 
fact that during the late disturbances the 
Banka have refused to make advances upon 
goods stored in the China Merchants’ 
godowns, besides the fact that these 
godowns have often no spare accommoda- 
tion. 

4.—Reform of the Mixed Court.—Such 
that, in the absence of a Chinese Code 
of Law, judgment shall be given by a 
foreigner. 

5.—Farther and absolute opening & 
China to trade and intercourse—or, if this 
isnot practicalle at the moment, a strict 
observance of existing treaties, especially 
asregards navigation. All the rivers, lakes, 
and canals must he free to the steamers 
and ships of every flag. The result would be 
an immense inctease in trade and likew 
a benefit to native junks and lorckas. This 
is already proved as far as the Yangtz# 
concerned by the statistics of the Wuhu 
and Chinkiang Customs. 

6—Mining regulations require to be 
thoroughly reformed. 

The actual rules under which mining 
can be undertaken are, as far as foreigners 
are concerned, absolutely worthless. They 
are totally insnfficient and evident!y s» 
devised as to throw the yrextest possible 
obstacles in the way of fureign enterprise ; 
wherefore new rules must be drawn up in 
which the following points should be 
secured: 

(a).—All foreigners to be permitted with- 
out hindrance :-— 

J.—to prospect, i.e. to seek for 
minerals and to erect pre- 
liminary works for an ex- 
amination of mineral deposits. 























2.—to undertake mining and to es- 
tablish companies with ¢ 
object. The present condi- 
tion that none but compani 
one half of whose share caj 
tal is Chinese, shail be given 
concessions, is quite impracti- 








eable. Absolute freedom 
must be allowed in this 
respect. 


(b).—Conditions for acquiring new con- 
cesssions and the duties of concessionaires 
in regard to the working as we'l as to the 
size of concessions. The mining nreas 
must not be tow small so as to e 
the possibility of profitable wo 
yet su large as to favour monopolies. 

(c).—Security of property in mines and 
the relation of the miner ‘to the landed 
proprietor, Mining and territorial rights 
must steadily be kept disti 

(a).—Rezulations in regard to the pro- 
duce of mines. 

(e). —‘The establishment of determinate 
Mining Boards by whom mining rights 
shall be impartially allotted. The co- 
operation of foreigners on these boards as 
in the Custom< and Railway Services should 
also be striven for. In no other way cin 
le di-tarbing influence of the mandarins 
be set aside. 

7.—Manufacturing industries in China 
produ- 
ced in Chins should be relieved from all 
duties whatever, either on the raw material 
or on the manufactured article, except 
where exported toa foreign country, and 
#0 enable the produce of Chinv’s young 
industries to be capable of competing with 
goods imported from abroad and thus pre- 
serve a lasting source? of employment for 
thousands of the working people of China. 

8.—The waterways of China must be 
thoronghly taken in hand and the Chinese 
Government must he compelled to im- 
prove and regulate the rivers in conjunc- 
tiv a River Conservancy Bosrd ; 
more e-pecially, steps_must be taken 10 
remove the Woosung Bar, and the Taku 
Bar and to regulate the Upper Yangtze. 
The lighting of the rivers requires improve- 
went, p-ricularly the Yangize and notably 
the Lanyshan crossing so that steamers 
can cross at any time, and generally atten- 
tion should be paid ts the wishes expressed 
in this regard f-r many years past. 

Whether or not we agree with all the 
abore recommendations, which we do 
not propose to criticise to-day, we cannot 
but admire the energy of the German 
community as compared with the appar- 
ent apathy of our own people. Especially 
worthy of commendation is the attitude 
of the German Consul-General in eliciting 
betimes the views of his nationals and 
again we are struck by the fact of the 
Committee of the “German Association ” 
having consulted the individual German 
business men before themselves drawing 
up their memorandum. Where meanwhile 
is the Shanghai General Chamber of Com- 
merce? This is a cosmopolitan body and 
kas Germans amongst its members. Have 
our British authorities asked the aid of 
this body or of the purely British “China 
Association,” and, if 60, have these 
boties again consulted their individual 
members? We fear that the British 
Diplomatic and Consular services as well as 
the predominantly British Chamber of Com- 
merce, are living upon their traditions. 
They fail to keep up with the times and 
pull themselves out of the old conservative 
tuts, which served well enough in the e 
geing days of old but are entirely unsuited 
to modern conditions. To speak alone of 
the Chamber of Commerce, why is mem- 
bership not more general? We believe 
this defect to be partly due to the 
aunual subscription charged, the whole 
sckeme being based upon the admission to 
its body of the so-called leading firms only

‘and to do good work, should ask fer oniy 
nominal subscriptions and should 
canvass for members. —Advertis- 
ing costs money and without advertise- 
ment the Chamber of Commerce is not 
credited with even the work it does. Any- 
how, we should like to see the Chamber 
reorganised on 2 thoroughly democratic 
basis and universal interest taken in ita 
proceedings by the whole mercantile com- 
munity. Shanghai is becoming far too 
important a place for sts work to be done 
in a hole-and-corner way. We have out- 
grom the clothes of our childhood.

SIR ROBERT HART ON THE 
PEKING LEGATIONS.

The November magazines have at last 
penetrated this distsnt province and the 
first one opened with eagerness las been 
the “Fortnightly,” there to peruso and 
re-peruse its opening article, 

he impression formed has been very 
different from that expected from the earlier 
perusal of extracts and reviews which had 
come previously to hand. Ta the writer 
of this brief note, none of the reviewers 
appear to have taken in or allowed for the 
standpoint of the writer of the article, 

‘The primary, perhaps almost the. sole 
object the Director-General of Customs 
had in view, as he rapidly threw off 
these pages which have sent such a 
flutter through the Western world— 
es written while the hardships of the 
ze, the din of can: the excite- 
ment of suspense, were still impressed 
on hody and mind (witness the dato: 
August 22nd. The Le; 8 were only 
relieved on the 15th)—this object surely 
was to bring home to the mind of the 
public and of the leading members of politi- 
cal circles, to such as would deign, that ir, 
to acquire knowledge from tho pages of a 
magazine, what was the difficulty of the 
task they’ were about to put hands to, the 
suhilety of the problem desired to be solved. 
“The Legations Besieged,” gasped amazed 




















Europe, ‘a Minister murdered, engineora 
and missionaries slaughtered,” and the first 
impulse was to adopt severe and hasty 
eaguites—measures which, so varied and 
manifold were the fnterests involved, 
would soon land all in an impasse, make 
Europe ridiculous in the eyes of the Eastern 
world, and perhaps lead to worse turmoil 
than had just been passed through, 

‘The first object then of Sir Robert Hart. 
was to calla halt, to urge consideration of 
the results of past treatment, of whither 
hasty action would lead. 

‘A second but subsidiary object was to 
put in a word for the dynasty and the 
Toler he had served so faithfully all theo 
years, a ruler whose powers and whose 
limitations none probably knew better 
than he. We are all conscious of the power 
behind the Po; e, and that the Czar of the 
Russias is not all despotic in his Imperial 
cabinet ; the Director-General of Customs 
knew that the Empress was not entirely to 
blame for the present eruption. If then, 
as he forcibly shows, you can neither divide 
nor miraculously regenerate the Empire, 
neither have you any commanding per- 
sonality to whom to commit the reins of 
government; you are compelled to fall back 
on the reigning dynasty and to be careful 
how you deal with it and its rulers. Do 
not destroy such authority as still exists ; 
the edict of the Court still runs throughout 
the Eighteen Provinces ; if otherwise con- 
fusion would be but worse confounded. 

Fortnightly’s” article, the writer of 
brief and imperfect critique maintains, 
must be read asa whole. It is absolutely 
unfair to extract and isolate, as a leader 
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in the ‘‘ Times” has done, a remark such as 
that in the Boxers’ orizinal programme the 
intention was not to kill the foreigners 
but to frighten them away, and to 
comment thereon in the sense that the 
man who can thus describe the events 
of the past weeks must he suffering 
from delusion, ete. The article does 
recognise fully that the lives of the dis- 
tinguished inmates of the Legations were 
in peril, that missionaries have been 
murdered, converts massucred, etc., ete. 
(Vide p. 738 and passim.) 

If, however, the present writer may be 
allowed a criticism—and what that is 
written now-a-days on China meets in all 
respects the views of any two men %—he 
would say that he, in common with others, 
misses the recognition of the true forces 
being brought to bear on China, he regrets 
the absence of a spirit of hope, shall he 
say of confidence, in the energising, 
revivifying powers that Christianity im- 

jorts, Christianity has influenced power- 
fully Evrope and Ame ica of our day. 
This same spirit has heen long working 
in China, and steadily and progressively 
for the last fifty years. The ‘Reform Move- 
ment” is one of its fruits and, though the 
chill blast of official displeasure and per- 
recution has nipped off almost. level with 
the ground the Bright green and promising 
shoots, yet the stock, the germ-bearing 
seed, remains, and the life therein con- 
tained must force its way upwards and the 
ronts must extend downwards and side- 
wards. The dynamic force hidden in a 
growing seed is well known, a rock is split 
by one grain germinating’ in a crevice. 
What then will not the thousands of see's 
instinct with life scattered throughout 
China effect when the springtime comes? 
Sir Robert Hart does not seem willing to 
realise, or rather has not given evidence in 
this article, that the masses cannot be 
for ever held down in ignorance, in super- 
stition and in vice by the few—the literati 
and favoured officials aided by priests and 
fortune-tellers. Let there be in power a 
government that will favour progress, that 
will permit thought to develope—better 
still, wil! assist to guide this development— 
and in China open antagonism will not he 
the order of the day. Her people will see 
that so much requires to be learned for 
their own gain that dislike will yield to 
interest and extrusion will not be deemed 
the best or only remedy. 

The economic cohesion and the unity of 
history and sentiment willrender impossible 
any thought -of division ; and are wo t 
expect that the descendants of a Marquis 
‘Treng, of Governors Tan and Ch‘en (of 
Hunan), or of the martyred Yamén 
Ministers Heit Ching-ch‘eng and Yiian 
Ch‘ang and many others, will he posse-sed 
with the spirit of seclusion, with that 
spirit of conservat'sm, hatred of all change, 
of the progress which alone makes so- 
called “Boxer” movements posibl ? Ts 
the result of further intercourse with the 
West to confirm the doctrine the blind 
reverence, that all that is good and hesr 
lies behind ; that the future has nothing 
of good in it? Is the merchant to he 
for ever bent over his counter, tho 
Inbourer bowed upon his land; is 
the man with the muck-rake to he 
for ever symbolical of the Chinese? 
Assuredly not. Intercourse of West with 
East will not diminish, but increase ; 
action and reaction will be intensified, and 
the spirit that will be developed will not he 
that of the reactionary and the Boxer of 
to-day. 

But, to retura to our text, keep in mind 
the object, do nt forget the point of view 
pro hac vice of the writer and his warnings; 
his foreeastings are natural and by no 
means chimerical. All depends upon the 
points of view. And Iam not af all sure 
that Sir Robert Hart has not once again in 
his own inimitable way scored.

M. PICHON’S DIARY OF THE! 
SIEGE OF PEKING. 





I 


The fullest and most circumstantial ac- 
count of the siege of the Legations first 
given to the world was the work of Dr. 
Morrison, the distinguished correspondent 
of the “ Times,” but it is no disparagement 
to him to say that what is in many respects 
an even more valuable contribution to our 
Imowledge of this memorable event has 
been supplied by M. Pichon, the French 
Minister. Through his close official inter- 
course with Sir Claude Macdonald, the 
mouthpiece of the beleaguered Ministers, 
M. Pichon became acquainted with every 
incident of the siege. In a long report 
included in the last French Yellow Book, 
M. Pichon gives the public a complete re- 
cord, written from day to day: not a 
mere string of facts and dates but a 
genuine narrative: not a mere State paper 
but a human document of the highest in- 
terest. A journalist by profession before 
he entered the diplomatic service, M. Pi 
chon was exceptionally well qualified to 
act as the historian of the siege, and our 








readers can judge for themselves how he 
accomplished his task. 
A COMBINATION OF CIRCUMSTANCES. 

In a general dispatch to M. Delcassé, 
covering his diary of the siege, M. Picnon 
lays stress on the enormous disparity of 
strength between besiegers and besieged 
and says that a general massacre wa 
averted only by a series of extraordina 
events the origin of which was perhaps due, 
less to the will of man than to a combina- 
tion of circumstances impossible to fore- 
see: which is evidently the French se- 
cularist way of saying that the eseape was 
providential. “If,” continues M. Pichon, 
“the diplomatic corps had carried out its 
intention of going to the Tsungli Yamén, 
not a single Minister would have escaped. 
It so happened that only the German 
‘Minister went to the audience for which 
ho had asked, and he was murdered. If 
the evacuation of the French, téerman, 
Russian and American Legations had 
centinued, or if, as was proposed, it 
taken place a few days later, the English 
gation would have succumbed in less 
‘a fortnight. If, at the very begin- 
ning of the siege, we had not discovered, 
in sundry deserted houses, sufficient rice 
and wheat to feed 900 refugees and 2,400 
re Christians for mere than two 
months, we should have been starved out. 
TE our assailants, instead of sending most 
of their artillerymen to Tientsin, had kept 
a few good gunners at Peking, we could 
not have stood ont against their fre. If 
tho Chinese had shown a little courage and 
taken our defences by storm, we should 
have been overpowered by sheer weignt of 
numbers. If we had not enjoyed a species 
of armistice beginning on the 17th of July, 
cour losses, assuming them to have con- 
tinued at the same rato as before, would 
have rendered us absolutely potrerles 



































and all our ammunition would hare been 
exhausted before help arrived. If the re- 
lief column had postponed its attack on 
it 


Peking for another twenty-four hour: 
would probably not hare found us ali 
‘The Chinese had driven a mine 1 
feet long under the English Legation. 
‘The explosion might very well have killed 
100 persons and would have opened a path 
into the women's and children's refuge. 
‘They had alsa driven a gallery in the wall 
under the Russo-American barricade, and 
they had nearly arrived at tive same result 
at the French Legation. The weather, 
moreover, was exceptionally favourable to 






















us. Instead of tke ususl July rains which 
would have hampered the movements of 


the relief column, the temperature was not 
high and we had’ merely a few reireshing 
storms.” 
THE LOSSES OF THE GUARDS. 

After paying a special tribute to the 
great services rendered by the Japanese 
detachment under Col. Shiba, M. Pichon 
gives the following table of the losses sus- 
fined by the guards of various nationali- 
ies :

WHO Was RESPONSIBLE ? ° 
“<The time has not yet come," continues 
M. Pichon, *‘to establish the responsibility 
of those concerned in thix horrible drama, 
but there need be no hesitation in saying 
that the leading parts have been played by 
three persons whose punishment cannot bo 
too severe: Prince Tuan, father of the heir 
presumptive, General Tung Fu-hsiang, the 
commander of the Kansu troops, who is 
kvown for his savage hostility to every 
civilised man, and the Grand Secretary 
Kang Yi. ‘These three loaders were sup 
ported by sundry accewnplices of lower 
rank, such as Li Ping-héng, formerly 
Governor of Shanting, who was cashiered 
nt the request of Germany at the time of 
the cceupation of Kinochou ; Prince Lan, 
brother of Tuan, and Prince Chuarg, who 
was selectod to enlist and lexd the Boxors, 
“The triumvirate consisting of Tuan, 
Tung Fu-hsiang and Kang Yi held a 
dictatorial sway over the Empress, whose 
conduct Tam far from wishing to excuse, 
but who, in spite of her appearance of 
authority, was simply a tool in the 
hands of these senseloss fanatics. I 
lave no hesitation in saying that from 
June 20th to August 18th Peking was 
yoverned by Boxers, who gave themselves 
up to all kinds of excesses, stealing, 
Inoting, and murdering the Christians ot 
peaceable inhabitants” who refused to 
tke part their orgies or pay 
them tribute, All this took place amid 
‘ings of unparalleled anarchy, tho 
shooting each other sini’ the 
soliiers fighting among themselves for the 
prey. 
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VACILLATION. 


“<The lessons taught by the victories of 
the Europeans, and especially the capture 
of Tie followed by the approach of 
the international army, from time to time 
caused great disquietude among tho 
Empress’s advisers. Our successes had a 
© nsidovable effect ou the arrogance of the 
mandarins who had thought themselves 
able to make war on the rest of the world, 
The moderate element, in the person of 
Prince Cling, and a third party, which 
seems t have been incarnated in Jung Lu, 
attempted to effet a rexction against 
the odious follies which were bringing the 
Empire face to face with a estastrophe. 
But courage is not the most conspicuous 
viriue of a Chinese mandarin, and those 
who realised the danger dared ‘not do what 
was necessury to avert it. They stopped 
half way, and preferred to have their 
own hands steepel in blood and leave 
the Legations open to every kind of 
danger rather than expesa their own 
persons to the wrath of the raving 
madmen obeyed by the Empress, They 
had before them certain facts which were 
calculated to confirm thom in their coward- 
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ice. Four members of the Tsungli Yamén 
and a Minister of the Imperial household 
were exccute!, a few days before the 
areival ef our troops, on the spot used for 
of ctiminsls, The principal 
crime of two of these victims—Hu Ki: 
ching, formerly Minister to St. Petersburg 
and Paris, «nt Sa Yang-yi—was char they 
ordered a coffin to be bought for the re- 
nwains of Baron von Ketreler. ‘The other 
three—Yuan Chav, Lien Yuan, and Li 
Crm, were accused of lukewarmness in 
the mu attacks on foreiguers, 
“The docitity with which the Enpress

forces. One of the reasons for this retreat 
was that the Chinese soldiers had begun 
to Bre from the top of the wail on the Ger- 
mans, who could not maintain their posi- 
tion.’ I insisted on the resistance being 
Kept up and went to see Sir Clide Mac 
doiisld, who was entirely of my opinion, At 
x» quarter to nine, however, our men came 
to the British Legation, where I had re- 
turned to consult my ‘colleagues. ‘The 
Italian, German, Japanese, American, and 
Russian Legations were also evacuated. 
‘The ministers of these nationalities and 
myself gave orders for the abandoned posts 
to be reoceupied.

its reply to the Tsungli Yamén's note! went on for more than three-quarters of 
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an hour. We made an opening in an ad- 
joining wall; some of our sailors rushed 
through and killed a rather large mumber 
of soldiers. The rest retired ‘with the 
Boxers, howling. -Fires on all sides. 
Legations surrounded by flames. Russo- 
Chinese Bank on fire. ‘The walls of the 
French Legation licked by flames from the 
adjoining houses. In ono of these, our 
sailors killed 21 soldiers. 

‘The Germans and Americans occupied 
the wall, and began to construct a barri- 
cade which they alternately abandoned and 
yotook under fire from a Chinese gun. 
Under cover of the darkness they finally 
established themselves in the position. 

At five o'clock in the morning the 
Bexers and the soldiers appeared to be 
chiefly in the neighbourhood of the Im- 
perial Palace. We wonder where their « 
tack come from next. 

June 25th.—The early part of the morn- 
ing was comparatively quiet, Suddenly, 
at ten o'clock, the Chinese opened fire 
from all sides, on the south, west and 
north of the British Legation, on all the 
other Legations, and on the spot in which 
« refuge had been afforded to more than 
2,300 Chinese Christians (Protestants and 
Catholics) against whom the Boxers and 
tho Imperial troops showed special animus. 
This place, known as the Fu, was the re~ 
sidence of a high Chinese dignitary, 
Prince Su. It is a lnrge park planted with 
big trees and containing spacious houses 
and pavilions, It is situated between the 
British, French and Japanese Leyations 
and is in communication with all of them. 
Its dofence was entrusted to the Japanese, 
commanded by Col. Shiba, formerly mili- 
tary attaché in Paris. Tho Italian de- 
tachment also entrenched itself here after 
the destruction of the Italian Legation. 
‘There were also permanent reinforcements 
of French and Austrians, and English 
were held in reserve in case of need. The 
Fu is one of the most important points in 
tho quadrilateral containing the Legations, 
as its possession would enable the Chinese 
to isolate at least three of them—the 
French, German and Japaneso—or compel 
their occupants to tako refuge in tho Bri- 
tish Legation. ‘The latter would more 
over be exposed to a point-blank fire 
through loop-holes the enemy could make 
in the park wall. This, being higher than 
that of the British Legation, would afford 
an excellent attacking position from which 
the very worst shots could scarcely fail to 
do exeoution. : 

‘The firing went on without interval until 
5 pm. ‘The noise was frightful, the 
craskle of musketry and the roor of can- 
non. Most alarming news comes in. The 
‘Americans are continually losing and re- 
taking the wall. ‘The Boxers are close to 
cone of the walls of the Fu and are trying 
to batter it down. Our fire does not 
reach them. A French sailor, a German 
‘and a’ Japanese killed and several other 
men wounded. 

‘At five o'clock, the firing suddenly stop- 
ped as if by enchantment. A large placard 
had just been displayed on the bridge to 
the north of the British Legation near 
the wall of the Imperial city. It bore 
Chinese characters as follows: “An Im- 
perial edict orders the protection of the 
ministers and the stoppage of the firing. 
Dispatch sent to the bridge over the Im- 
perial Canal.” 

For some time nothing was heard but a 
few stray shots. We wonder whether this 
is the beginning of peace or only 2 truce. 
Some believe the Chinese are in earnest, 
while others suspect a trick. Incredulity 
js the dominant feeling. Nevertheless, 
some of us, who know the Chinese, show 
confidence. Our doubts soon ceased. The 
attack on the American end Russian 
Legationa wea resumed. Fortunately sll 


























precautions had been taken and we had 
maintained the utmost vigilance, there 
being so much reason to suspect treachery. 
No messenger appeared with the dispatch 
which the placard had led us to expect. 
Only a few Chinese crossed the bridge 
and one of them is said to have remarked 
that the Imperial orders had been 
received by Jung Lu. The communication 
in any case was a strange one, for at mid- 
night a general attack began. The firing 
was even heavier than during the tay. 

‘We maintain our sang-froid fairly well. 
AVe do not respond to the fire. It stops 
at Lam. The promised dispatch remains 
in the realms of mystery.

These furious attacks 
did not cease until 8 p.m. 

With M. Berteaux I have gone to 
the French Legation almost every morning 
and evening under « hail of bullets. We 
jnave bad to pass through the Fu, tee 
street being untenable, Shells burst wll 
around, soinetimes penetrating the roofs 
and walls Lut enerally passing over our 
hesds, thanks to the unskilfulness of the 
gunners. 

‘At ten o'clock, renewed firing on the 
British Legation, behind the house we 
occupy. Tt was very heavy for about twenty 
minutes and then ceased. 

June 28th.—Unttil noon the neighbour- 
hood of the British, Russian and American 

ations was quiet, nothing being heard 
bat the firing of two or three guns which 
are too far off todo much harm. A very 
different state of things at the Freach Le- 
gation. The firing had hardly ceased since 
the previous night, and at 4 p.m. the attack 
became very fierce. The Chinese tired on us 
from the gates, the ruins of the houses, the 
walls and the barricades. A few, stationed 
on an elevated position behind what re- 
mained of the Italian Legation, annosed 
our men considerably. One of the enemy's 
barricsdes was set on fire by means of 
lighted straw soaked in petroleum. The 
Austrian Chargé d’Affires and his cour- 
ageous wife, Mme. von Rosthorn, took part 
in this work, in my presence. The Chinese, 
who displayed three lore banne, 
few yards xway from us, shouted s 
and thres stones at usover the wall 
ton Rosthorn was rather badly burot by 
falling brands. 

When I returned to the British Legation, 
firing was going on there also. Shells were

THE RECEPTION AT MARSEILLES, 

Ti, as we have been given to understand, 
the ex-President of the Transvaal is one of 
those men who are given to a belief in the 
daily interposition of Providence in their 
affairs, he is now doubtless comforted by 
the reflection that Heaven literally 
smiled upon him as he approached the 
shore of France. Wednesday, the day 
originally fixed for his arrival, was ex: 
tremely wet and stormy, so ‘that the 
Gelderland could only proceed at half 
speed and the arrival had to be put back 
twenty-four hours. ‘This postponement 
turned out to have been the best thing 
that could have been done, for Thursday 
morning was beautifully fine and the re- 
appearance of their beloved sun brought 
the Marseillais’ enthusiasm up to its cus- 
tomary fever heat. ‘Tho result was that 
the reception of the “glorieux vaineu” 
as the papérs call him, was such as to 
give him the utmost possible encourage- 
ment in his benevolent mission of setting 
Europe by the ears. 

Dr. Leyds had gone off very early in a 
tug to meet his venerated. chief before 
anyone else had a chance to get at him, 
and the Transvaal envoy’s skilful stage- 
management was visible in every detail of 
the scenes that followed. The first view 
the Marseillais caught of Mr Kriiger as the 
Gelderland was towed into the inner har- 
bour was a solitary figure standing at the 
stern taffrail and supporting itself on the 
flagstaff from which the Dutch colours 
floated. This was Mr. Kriiger in his ine 
eritable frock coat and top hat, the latter 
having round it o deep crape band. His 
eyes were concealed by gold-rimmed blue 














spectacles; the old man was a striking and 
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pathetic object on the cruiser’s deck. He 
stood for some time listening to the cheers 


that rose from the dense crowds on the} 


jetties and then walked slowly into his 
cabin. 
MR. ERUGER'S FIRST SPEECH. 

[At eleven o'clock—the reception com- 
mittee having successfully intimated to 
‘the commander of the Gelderland that 
public enthusiasm might suffer if he car- 
Pid out his intention of holding a grand 
forewell review of the crew—Mr. Kriiger 
entered the pinnace and was rowed ashore. 
‘An armchair had been placed for him 
dose to the landing stage, but he 
declined to use it, and remained standing 
Shilo the presidents of the Marseilles and 
Paris committees welcomed him. Then 
in his native idiom, speaking 





so old a man. He had no sooner finished 
than his speech was repeated in French by 
an interpreter. It was an unmistakeably 
Clever piece of oratory. It began with a 
neat little compliment to the French 
Government, finished off with an allusion 
to a “promised” cordial reception. Then 
camo x reference to France as a land of 
Tiberty and another to his own mourning, 
after which he plunged into polities. He 
had never ceased, he said, to ask for arbi- 
tration and he believed that if England 
had been better informed she would bave 
accepted it—un observation which many 
people in England will be inclined to echo. 
Then Mr. Kriiger turned on the human 
sympathy stop, and told his hearers that 
he had often fought savages but had never 
seen such acts of barbarity as were now 
being committed by British soldiers in 
South Africa. “They are burning our farm 
houses which have cost us so. much toil 
to build,” said Mr. Kriiger indiguantly, 
“they drive our women from their homes 
and separate them from their children, 
who aré deprived of bread and the neces- 
saries of life, But we will fight it out to 
tho bitter end, and if the two Republics 
are to lose their independence it, will not 
be until the whole Boer people is exter- 
minated. We will never surrender.” 

‘This address drew tears from many of 
Mr. Kriiger’s impressionable hearers. It 
was pitched in exactly the right key for 
thd speaker's audience, who had been 
consistently told by their newspapers that 
Mr. Kriiger is a man with all the ancient 
Reman virtues and therefore entitled to 
thd deepest respect of all good Re- 
publicans. He is certainly the “most. po- 
pular man in France—for the time being. 

FROM MARSEILLES TO DION. 

All the way to the Hotel de Noailles Mr. 
Kriiger was frantically cheered and 
flowers were thrown into his carriage. He 
war evidently not prepared for so en- 
thusiastic a reception and was almost in 
tears when he reached the hotel. He made 
no further appearance in public except for 
a few minutes on the balcony, and sent a 
message to the banquet in the evening to 
the effect that he was “too fatigued, too 
feeble, and too unhappy” to come. To-day 
he is travelling to Paris by easy stages, re 
ceiving bouquets at every stopping-place, 
and basking in the sunshine of popularity. 
He stays to-night at Dijon and arrives in 
Paris to-morrow morning. 

It must be admitted that, hitherto, 
there have been no special signs of hostili- 
ty to England. The receptions are “en- 
Eineered” to a considerable extent by 
Nationalists, but it is perfectly clear that 
the whole of France endorses the action of 
Marseilles. The French are sympathising 
with the weaker side, and Englishmen, 
who have so often done the same, can 
hardly quarrel with them on this account. 
Tf any bad blood arises from Mr. Kriiger's

All day long the boulevard in front of 
Mr. Kriiger’s hotel was thronged with 
enthusiastic Frenchmen of all ages, from 
the schoolboy to the greyheard.

A COLLISION IN NARROW 
WATERS. 


——_—_ 











A very important decision was given by 
Mr. Justice Barnes in the Admiralty 
Division of the High Court at home on 
the 9ch of November last. The nction 
arose out of a collision on the 26th of April 
last between the China Mutual steamer 
Moyune and the steamship Knaresbro 
in the Great Bitter Lake, Suez Canal, ‘Tho 
Moyune was coming out of the Canal into 
the north end of the Lake and saw the 
Knaresbro coming towards her on her 
port Low. ‘The Moyune ported, to pxss 
port side to portside, but the Knareshro 
suddenly starboarded and struck the port 
bow of the Moyune with such violence that 
she begun to fill nnd had to be beached. 
The Comt prowuneed the Knaresbro 
solely to blame. ‘The following report of 
the julgment: is from the ‘Shipping 
Gazeite snd Lloyd's List” of the 10th of 
ovensber lost — 
r. Justice Barnes, in giving judgment, 
said : Tu this case » collision took place a lit: 
tle after half-past 5on the morning of April 
2nd Inst between the steamship Moyune, 
belonuing to the plaintiffs, and the defen- 
dants’ vessel, the steamsh'p Knaresbro, in 
Great Bitter Lake, which forms part 
he waters through which vessels navi- 
in passing through the Suez Canal, 
‘The Moyune is « large vessel of 4,646 tons 
gross register, and 410 feet long, and she 
wax hoand on a voyage from Birkenhead 
to China and Japsn ports with a general 
cars that she was bound south 
through the canal. The Knaresbro is also 
a large vessel of 3,101 tons gross register, 
and she wax bound frm Moulmein to Port 
Said for orders, laden with a cargo of rice. 
‘Therefore she was proceeding northwards 
through the Suez Canal, Now these two 
vessels met in collision in the Great Bitter 
Lake just ou'side the channel which leads 
from the north into that luke. ‘There is 
not a great deal of dispute about thé spot 
the coll ‘The master of the plain- 
ifs’ ship gives data from which it seoms 
to be a reasonable inference that it was just 
outside, if anything, the line which joins 
the last red gas buoy and the one before 
|it, and to the south-west of the last red 
(Auoy ; in other words, a little more to the 
j westward than the line of the channel. The 
defendonts’ captain has marked a spot which 
is very much in the same position, only, per- 
haps, a little more to the westward still, 
‘Bhe two vessels having come into contact 
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at that spot, the actual blow was delivered 
by the stem and starboard bow of the 
Knaresbro against the p rt bow of the 
Moyune, about the break of the forecastle. 
Both vessels were damaged, and it is said 
that the consequences of this collision are 
serious on both sides. Now, some points 
ariss which counsel have extremely ably 
dealt wish in the course of their arguments 
in this case, and on those points I have 
to consider which of these vessels was to 
blame for this collision. ‘The conclusion 
to which I have come both on the 
facts and having regard to the law applicable 
to the facts, is that the plaintifs’ vessel in 
thia cuse, the Moyune, is entirely in the 
right, and that the defendants’ vessel, 
the ‘Knaresbro, is in the wrong, and 
solely in the wrong. ‘The facts, so far as 
there is any dispute about them, appear to 
me to be those which ate stated by the 
plaintiffs’ witnesses; but I don’t really 
think there is any substantial dispute about 
the facts between the various sets of wit- 
nesses, and it seems to me that even if this 
case were tried and heard upon the evidence 
of the defendants’ master alone the Knares- 
bro would be held alone to blame. The 
reasons which have led me and the Elder 
Brethren to that conclusion are these, that, 
to state the brond error, the defendants? 
ship must be held to blaine for wrongfully 
starboarding hee helm and not porting it 
long before the vessels were in close prox- 
nity, and not passing the Moyune port 
side to port side, and further for 
tuking no steps, or no suficient steps, 
to stop and reverse her engines before 
this collision, In fact, as I understand 
from the engineer, they were never stopped 
at all until after’ the collision happened. 
For those improper acts of navigation I am 
of opinion that the defendants’ vessel must 
bo held to blame. That is stating what T 
think she did wrong. The reasons why 
those things appear to me and the Elder 
Brethren to be wrong involve  consider- 
ation of the rules. It ix suid that these 
vessels were crossing vessels, and Mr Laing 
contends that if they were crossing vessels 
i |, the Knaresbro, cannot be held 
responsible, but that the plaintiffs’ vessel 
must be held responsible because hor helm 
was ported, I think that whatever 
view is taken of the case with regard 
to the rules the defendants must be 
held responsible. If these vessels cume 
within the crossing ru'e then I tl 
it is quite clear that the defenaants’ 
vessel did not, keep out of the way of the 
pliintifis’ vessel—did not do what they 
ought to have done, and obviously ought 
to have done, namely, acted for her long 
before they ‘did, and did not stop and 
roverse their engines. So thst on that 
rule I think the defendants’ cise is per- 
fectly hopeless. There wre points mide 
against tho plaintiffs, if that rale applies, 
which I will deal wih shortly, Dut I 
incline to the opinion that the erossin 
rule does not apply at «ll in this case. { 
think that may depend upon two considera- 
tions. Tho first is whether Art, 25 is 
applicable to the spot where this collision 
happened, because if it is then havin: 
regard to the positions, although prim: 
facie the vesyels may be crossing yet still 
they would be crossing in such a place 
that it would be necessary for action 
to be taken to bring them within Art. 
25, and to pass each of them on the 
starboard hind of the channel. But 
then it is a question whether Art. 25 
does apply, aud the case has to be looked 
at from that point of view. The Elder 
Brethren take the view that the place 
where the collision happened was a narrow 
chaunel within the meaning of the 25th 
rule. Iam not sure whether that is strict- 
ly a question of law on the facts, but 
whichever it is Tagree with them, because 
it seems to me and to them—because as I 
have said I am stating their opinion in 
which I am disposed to agree—that where 
‘a collision takes place just outside what is

clear conclusion. It it quite obsious when 
one vessel is coming out of the channel and 
the other vessel ix going to pass her— 
because, of course, it is absurd to talk in 
this case of waiting for her up in the bight 
to the westward—and to get into the chan- 
nel which she has just left—it is obvious, 
T think, that it was the ordinary course 
of navigation for these vessels to pass 
port side to port side, and that no master 
coming out in the way the plaintiffs’ vessel 
was going to do would dream of thinkiny 
that ‘the other vessel would starboard 
across him and try to get into that bight. 
‘Therefore, if the case ix put upon the 
logical application of :he rales—I doubt if 
the 25th Art. comes in—I am dealing with 
the case as if it doesn’t—the 27th Art. 
would have its operation, and then if you 
start with the notion that the vessels were 
crossing, yet in the circumstances they 
were not vessels which would continue to 
cross, but having regard to the danzers 
of navigation and of collision with each 
other would naturally and necessarily 
act so as to pass port side to port si 
So much for the considerations wh 
have been addressed to me so far as 
those rules I hase referred to are con- 
cerned, If these vessels are not treated as 
having been under the crossing rule at 
all, itis obvious that the defendants’ vessel 
was hopelessly in the wrong—perfectly 
hopelessly in the wrong, because from 
what I have already stated and shown the 
vessels should undoubtedly have acted so 
‘as to pass port to port, as the plaintifis did 
and the defenlants did not. The result 
is what I have said with regard to the 
action of the defendants’ ship, so far as 
negligence is concerned. Now let mo deal 
with the somewhat minute poin's made by 
Mr. Laing against the plaintiffs. Every 
point has been taken which is possible to 
the ingenuity of counsel aud those who 
instructed him. In the first place there is 
a charge of bad look-out. There does not 
seem to me to be a shadow of foundation 
foi ye second point is that the 
plaintiffs’ vessel should have complied with

THE JAPANESE DIET.

‘Lhe Emperor in person opened the Diet 
on the 25th instant, at eleven o'clock in the 
forenoon. Marquis Ito was in attendance, 
and his Majesty, receiving the Speech from 
the Premier's hand, read it as follows :— 

“We declare the Imperial Diet opened 
and announce to the members of both 
Houses 

“That we are pleased to be able to stato 
that Our relations with foreign Powers aro 
on a footing of constantly increasing friend- 
ship. 

Phat ‘on the occurrence of the lament- 
able disturbance in North China, Wo 
caused to be despatched thither a naval 
and military force for the purpose of res~ 
uing Our Representative, Our subjects, 
and the nations of other countries, It 
ism matter of profound satiofaction to Us 
that Our fores, acting in concert with 
those of other owes, displayed loyalty 
and tvavory in: the discharge of their task, 
Oar Goverment, in ed-operation with the 
Powers, is naw endeavouring to restore 
woud order in China and to obtain 
quaranters fr future peace. 

“That for the purpose of defraying the 
military outlays of the State as well as of 
placing its Gnxne=s on a sound base, We 
have directed Our Ministers of State to pre- 
pare a project of increased taxation which 
will be submitted to you together with the 
Budyet for the 34th fiscal year and various 
drafts of law. 

“That it isour desire that, acting in a 
spirit of harmonious cé-operation, you 
should bring to the discharge of your im- 
portant duties all necessary attention and 






































care.” 





It will be seen from the above that the 
Ministry has definitively announced its 
determination of ‘having recourse to in- 
creaved taxation. The Seiyu-kai has not 
yet come to any decision on this question, 
but the strong probability is that it will 
endorse the Government's policy.

Tae following note, headed “Results 
and Prospects in the Cotton Trade” is 
from the “Economist” of the 27th of 
October :— 

‘Messrs. Ellison and Co., of Liverpool, 
have just issued their annual review of 
the cotton trade. They state that the 


past season witnessed more frequent oc-| « 


currences of the unexpected, more 
numerous and wider fluctuations in prices, 
and, at times, more excited markets, than 
had’ been seen since the American’ Civil 
War and the few years succeeding that 
event, with the result that the pecuniary 
outcome of the business of the season, 
though not, on balance, altogether un- 
satisfactory to importers and consumers, 
was.really satisfactory only to those who 
had operated at the right moment. To 
spinners and manufacturers the course of 
business during the first half of the season 
was, on the whole, very safisfactory. The 
confirmation of the shorter estimates of 
the crop by the small movements of the 
crop ‘itself stimulated the demand for 
yarn and cloth, the prices of which kept 
Paco with the rise in the value of the raw 
material; but the rise to 5}d. per Ib. and 
over, checked the demand, especially as 
buyers had purchased largely of yarn and 
cloth for forward delivery, and procucers 
boing no longer able to obtain new con- 
tracts as the old ones expired, were com- 
pelled in the closing months of the season 
to retluce the outturn of their mills rather 
than accumulate stocks on the basis of the 
advanced prices. ‘Tho result is that, a5 
compared with the previous season, the 
tvonsumption has fallen off in this coun- 
ty, and also throughout the Continent 
(though not to the samo extent as here), 
except. in France, whero the industry has 
benefited by the “short time” worked, 
and tho general clearance of stocks effect- 
ed, during the previous season. But while 
Europe has consumed less cotton than in 
tho previous season, the United States 
mills havo used great deal more. The 
quantity of cotton consumed in Europe, 
the United States, and India compares as 
follows with the figures of the previous 
two seasons, and those of 1890-1, 1880-1, 
1870-1, and 1860-1 in 1,000’s of bales of 
500 Ibs. :—

In regard to the prospects of the coming 
season, Messrs. Ellison xtate that it is 
expected, of course, that the yield of the 
American crop will’ be much larger than 
that of the previous one, because there is 
4 considerable increaao in nereage, a laryely 
increased use of fertilisers, and a better 
quality of sood ; but the wexther conditions 
have in many’ localities been very un- 
favourable, and. for this. reason no one is, 
looking for a bumper yield. ‘The estimates 
mostly current range from 9,750,000 to 
10,750,000; the result will depend upon 
the date of killing frost, upon the 
character of the weather duriny the winter 
months.

Mr. Platt then called his evidence. 


Andrew Wright Maitland, manager of 
the Imperial Bank of China, said he re- 
membered the prisoner coming to see him 
on the 16th June last between three and 
four o'clock in the afternoon. He said he 
wished to proceed to Corea to take up an 
appointment in connection with Messrs. 
Pritchard Morgan and Co.'s business, and 
that he was in need of the necessary funds 
to take him there. He added that the 
other banks were closed, and that Mr. 
Evans, the manager to Messrs. Pritchard 
Morgan and Co., was not in his office, and 
he could not find him. Ho asked witness 
to cash his draft for $250 on Mess 
Pritchard Morgan and Co. stating that 
Mr. Evans would pay it on presentation. 
Believing his story witness gave him the 
money, and prisoner gave the order (pro- 
duced) which-was written out in witness's 
presence. The date of the order was a 
mistake. Tt should have been 16th instead 
of 15th June. Witness was very busy and 
did not look closely at the date. "The order 
was signed “TH. Wilson, Chemulpo.” 
Witness sent his shroff for the notes, they 
were brought in, and witness handed them 
to the prisoner. On Monday, the 18th 
June, witness presented the order person- 
ally to Mr. Evans, who refused to pay it. 
Witness had never seen the prisoner be- 
for2 the 16th to his knowledge. Later on 
witness applied for a warrant for the pri 
soner’s arrest. 

Cross-examined by the prisoner—Witness 
said prisoner did not mention that he had 
an account with Pritchard Morgan and 
Co. When witness presented the order to 
Mr. Evans, the latter said prisoner tid 
no authority fo draw on him, and he iat 
no funds ‘belonging to prisoner. Dir. 
Evans suggested that witness should :ake 
out a warrant for prisoner's arrest. W:t- 
ness did not remember on what Jay he 
applied for a warrant. Witness admited 
that he answered a question about that 
date in the Magistrate's Court, but he 
could not remember. As to his reason for 
waiting until the 28rd June before taking 
out the warrant, he was making. enquiries 

bout the prisoner. He asked the police, 
ther could not give definite informa- 
tion. Mr. Evans did not suggest or state 
to witness that prisoner had gone to Corea. 

Algernon Montfort Adams Evans, man- 
ager for Pritchard Morgan and Co. in 
Shanghai, said he remembered the visit of 
the prisoner on the 14th June last. He 
sent in the card produced. The figures on 
the card were placed there by witness when 
he pinned it into his diary. Prisoner told 
witness he saw Mr. Morgan in Seoul early 
in the morning of the day he (Mr. Morgan) 
was leaving. "Prisoner wished to obtain 
employment there on Mr. Morgan’s cou- 
cession. He said that Mr. Morgan told 
him he had not time to arrange with him, 
and referred him to Mr. Hutchinson, the 
local agent. He could not make arrange- 
ments with Mr. Hutchinson, and therefore 










































































| decided to follow Mr. Morgan, and to com- 


plete arrangements here. Mr. Morgan, 
however, had left Shanghai, and witness 
told prisoner so, and that he could not 
make any arrangements with him, but 
would give him a letter to the general 
manager, Mr. Brecke, who would engage 
if he were competent to do the work 
of surveying. Witness gave this letter to 
prisoner, who asked if witness would pay 
his expenses. Witness declined.and gave him 
no authority whatever to draw on him. 
Witness had no funds of prisoner’s in 
his hands. Prisoner asked for no authority 
to draw. Ho remembered Mr. Maitland 
calling on him, soon after the prisoner's 
visit, and producing an order which wit- 
ness refused to recognise. 

Cross-examined by —prisoner—Witness 
said he was not aware that prisoner at 
that time had just arrived from Corea. 
Prisoner did not'tell him he had been en- 
gaged. 

At this point the press copy of tho let- 
ter given by Mr. Evans to tho prisoner was 
put in at the latter's request. 

Witness went on—He understood that 
prisoner had seen Mr. Morgan. Prisoner 
said he came over to completo an ar- 
rangement. Witness understood that he 
had commenced an arrangement with Mr. 
Morgan, which he could not complete with 
Mr. Hutchinson. Accordingly prisoner 
came to Shanghai to complete it with Mr. 
Morgan. Witness mentioned nothing 
about salary. He told prisoner he could 
arrange nothing, as Mr. Brecke would do 
that if he found him competent. He did 
not tell prisoner that Mr. Hutchinson had 
no right to quote salary. He said that 
Mr. Hutchinson was the local manager, 
and Mr. Brecke was the general manager, 
and all things had to be confirmed by him. 
Witness wrote to Corea after seeitig pri- 
soner. He wrote to Mr. Brecke about pri- 
soner, and not to Mr, Hutchinson, He 
received a reply from Mr. Brecko in very 
disparaging terms. 

Mr. Evans, at prisoner’s request, read 
an extract from that letter as follows :— 

“The man Wilson you speak of is a 
fraud, and has been doing a lot of mer- 
chants and private people in Corea. I 
hope you did not lend him any money. 
When he comes here he shall have a very 
cold reception.” 

Witness went on to say that that was 
an answer to his letter to Mr. Brecko, 
which he then read out at prisoner's re 
quest. 

By his Lordship—Mr. Maitland had 
not called on him when ho wrote the letter 
to Mr. Brecke. 

By the prisoner :—He mentioned in the 
letter to Mr. Brecke that prisoner was 
going to Corea at his own expense. He 
was told by the prisoner that he had a 
ticket for the Kobe Maru. Prisoner ask- 
ed him for no cash, He asked that his 
expenses to Corea be paid, and witness 
refused. 

‘Thomas Macdonald, usher of the Court, 

remembered a case agaitst the prisoner in 
the Civil Summary Court on the 4th 
June. It was brought by a Chinaman, 
C. H. Tom, who claimed $50 on an I.0.U: 
and $78 for clothes. ‘The Judge gavo 
the prisoner until three o'clock to find the 
money to pay this. There was evidenco 
given that the prisoner was trying to leave 
Shanghai. Prisoner denied this. About 
four o'clock in the afternoon prisoner 
came to the Court again, and paid the 
money. 
Cross-examined by prisoner, witness 
id:—The Chinese complainant made the 
statement in Court that prisoner was leav- 
ing Shanghai. Witness also mado a re- 
ference to this departure. 

Walter George Brown, detective in the 
Shanghai Munieipal Police, was placed in 
the box, that the prisoner might ask sucht 
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question as he desired. He, however,

This concluded tho case for the Crown. 

His Lordship asked the prisoner whether 
he desired to yo into the box and make a 
sworn statement, but this he declined 
todo,

Mr. Hutchinson 
informed prisoner that a certiin Mr. 
Murdoch, wnd another, were going up to 
the mines on busines from Seoul, and 
suggested that they trrvel together. Pri- 
soner was at that time the only British 
subject engaged on the mines. The Brit sh 
minister for Corea, Mr. Jordan, had 
repeatedly requested Mr. Morgan to en- 
goge the services of British subjects, Mr. 
tutchinson asked prisoner to his house in 
Seoul, and there he stayed a week, during 
which time he met Mr. Jordan. Als Mr 
Hutchinson took out his naturalisation 
pers, and got him a passport, A!so Mr. 
futchingon sat down and wrote out hi 
appointment—6 months’ probation at $150 
a month, Prisoner at this time heard of 
certuin miners who were to receive $250 a 
month, aud complained to Mr. Hutehiuson 
that he was not to receive more. Mr. 
‘Hutchinson suid he would correspond with 
Mr. Morgan, but prisoner said that as Mr. 
Morgan was iv Chefoo he would go 10 
Chefov and see him. Mr. Hutchinson said, 
“AM right, but you are disappointing 
everybody here. I don't know what the 
British Minister will say.” However, he 
went to Chefoo, where he did not see Mr. 
Morgan, but was taken ill with enteric 
fever. Mr. Morgan did not call at Chefoo 
on his way back from Peking, and when 
prisoner camo on to Shanghai he was told 
that Mr. Morgan had gone on to England. 
Prisoner went to Mr. Evans, and told him 
exactly how he was situated. Then Mr. 
Evans gave him the letter which had been 
read out in Court. He did not ask Mr. 
Evans for any money at that time, be- 
cause he had some n 2y. Then the fact 
of his having to appear in the Civil Sum- 
mary Court and pay a bill of $138 crip- 
pled him, and he went back to Mr. Evans, 
who, however, was out. Then ho went to 
tho Imperial Bank of China, and told Mr. 
Maitland his case, and, he thought, show- 
ed him Mr. Evans's letter, which induced 
‘Mr. Maitland to give him the mouey. As 
to thé terms of the letter Mr. Evans re- 
ceived from Mr. Brecke he could not ac- 
count for them. He could only account 
for it by Mr. Evans having written other 
letters than he had told the Court of.

‘The prisoner went on to say that he

the lawyer with whom he was dealing 
the time told him that if he could secure 
them he would have a good chance of 
clearing himself.

His Lordship, in summing up, said the 
jury had heard the statement of the 
prisoner, and, taking it at its fullest ex- 
tent, there was nothing in it to show that 
he was justified in drawing on Pritchard 
Morgan and Co., with a view to its, being 
paid by them. "They had also the state- 
ment of Mr. Evans that the prisoner had 
been given no authority to draw on the 
firm. As to prisoner's representations to 
Mr. Maitland if they were mertly a state- 
ment of something to occur in the future 
it was not sufficient false pretence. But if 
their meaning was that he had authority 
to draw, that was another matter. He 
asked them to regard it as business men 
in coming to a decision, to take the busi- 
ness-like view of the matter. 

‘The jury retired for a short while, and 
returned with a verdict of “Guilty.” 

Gaoler Burtenshaw was called up by the 
judge, and said the prisoner's conduct in 
gaol had been generally satisfactory. 

His Lordship, addressing the prisoner, 
said—The jury have returned their 
verdict, and it was evident this money 
was obtained under false pretences. I sce 
that you have been convicted of another 
such offence. Now, I observe that the 
date on which the other offence was com- 
mitted was subsequent to the offence with 
which you have been charged to-day. If 
the offence had been committed sub- 
sequent to your discharge from gaol I 
should have felt it my duty to have sent 
you to penal servitnde. As it is I cannot 
@o less than give you one yerr’s imprison- 
ment with hard labour, to commence on 
the Ist December, the date of your re- 
arrest. It is evident from your own story 
that you are not a fit person to remain in 
this country, so you will be called upon to 
find sureties for your good behaviour— 
yourself in $1,000 and two suretics of 
$500 each—or to be deported. 

‘The prisoner requested to be sent to 
Hongkong gaol, which was granted.

P.C. 74 (Sikh), sworn, stated that at 8 
pan. on the 2nd inst. a man came up to 
him with some silk clothing on his arm 
and told him that an Indian had damaged 
the clothing and then run away. Witness 
asked where the man had gone and was 
informed that he was in an alleyway. Wit- 
ness then found the accused leaning 
against a wall. He arrested him and took 
him to the Police Station. 

Defendant did not wish to put any ques- 
tions to witness, but simply denied the 
charge. 

Yang Ah-foh, a ricsiia coolie, stated that

| HL. Mercier, unemployed, of no fixed 

jabode, was ‘charged with having been 

| drunk and incapable in the Hongkew 
Police Station- compound on the 7th 
instant at 5 p.m, 

Police-Sergeant J. Macgregor stated 
that at 5 p.m. on the 7th instant defendant 
was brought to the Police Station in a 
ricsha. He was hopelessly drunk. He 
was brought to the Station by a foreigner 
who had found him in an alleyway off thé 
Tiendong Road. 

Defendant said that he had been suffer- 
ing from dysontery and it took very little 
drink to affect him, Dr. Marshall had ad- 
vised him to leave the country, He had 
no money, but the captain of a Norwegian 
steamer had offered him a passage down to 
Hongkong. He did not know the name of 
| tho steamer. Hu had previously been an 

. on board the sailing vessel Howard 
D. Troop, but left that ship when sho was 
i hero in June last. 
| His Worship said that as this was de- 
| fendant’s first appearance at that Court 
ho would give him a chance. He would bo 
discharged with a caution, 

R. v. Manoanep Krax. 

Mahommed Khan, an unemployed In- 
dian, of no fixed abode, was brought up 
in custody, remanded from the 3rd instant 

‘on a charge of having, on the evening of 
tho 2nd instant, feloniously thrown a 
| quantity of acid on the complainants with 
| intent to do them grievous bodily harm. 
| Inspector J. Bourke said that he had 
socured the attendance of Dr. Stanloy who 
‘would give evidence as to tho nature of 
| the substance thrown, 

Arthur Stanley, sworn, said:—I am a 
Doctor of Medicine and Health Officer to 
the Municipal Council. I examined tho 
coats sent to me by Inspector Bourke and 
found them very much corroded. I 
took part of the corroded silk and 
analysed it. I found that. the corrosive 
substance was sulphuric acid. It. must 
have been stroug sulphuric acid because the 
corrosion was so great. I identify the 
seven coats now produced in Court as those 
which T examined. If this acid came in 
contact with the skin it would causo a 
burn, and if it touched the eyes it would 
do serious injury. 

Wong Ab-sai, a child 13 years of age, 
said that she was an inmate of a brothel. 
She identified a red coat, among the cloth- 
ing produced, as her property. Ou the 
evening of the 2nd inst. her mother pro- 
mised to take her to a theatre. She was 
stan@Mng at the door of tho house, waiting 
for her mother, when accused came near 
her aud threw some liquid over-her. 

Wong Ah-pao was the next witness and 
stated that she was an amah in a brothel 

n Hsian-sung-lee alleyway, off the Ché- 
iang Road. On the evening of the 2nd 
inst. she was in an upstairs room when she 
heard the amah scream, She went down- 
stairs and saw accused trying to get into 
the house. Witness turned to go back up- 
stairs and on reaching her room was told 
by someone else that some liquid had been. 
thrown on the back of her clothes. Sho 
took off the coat and found it damaged. 
She identified her coat amongst those pro- 
duced in Court. She also identified the 
accused as the man who was trying to get 
into the house. 

Tsang Koo-mie stated-that_she was an. 
amak in a brothel in Fung-ling-lee alley- 
iway. On the evening of the 2nd inst. she 

was sitting in the hall of the house when 
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a. man entered and called out to her. She 
did not take ang notice of him. He then 
threw some liquid over her. Other people 
in tlie road were calling out that.a foreigner 
was throwing acid on women. ‘The man 
was shortly afterwards arrested and taken 
to the Police Station. She thought the 
reason be threw tie acid, perhaps, was be- 
cause she had not taken any notice of lim. 
Witness identified her coat amongst those 
produced in Court. She also identified 
accused as the man who threw the acid. 
Sha did not know the man previous to 
tho 2nd instant. 

His Worship said that he did not think 
he would require auy further evidence 
from complainants. 

Tuspector Bourke said he would like to 
call two other witnesses to give evidence 
‘on another point. 

Zu Chin-sun was then called and said 
that he was employed by a shroff at the 
Hankow Road theatre. He recognised ac- 
cused as a man who had been employed as 
watchman at the theatre and who had been 
dismissed on the 7th day of the 11th moon. 
He was dismissed because the theatre was 
not making much money. 

Zau Ah-ching stnted that he was assis- 
tant ata wine-shop in Hankow Road, op- 
posite the theatre. He recognised the ac- 
cused as a man who came into the wine- 
shop soon after 7 o'clock in the evening of 
the day on which accused was arrested. 
He could not remember the date. 

Loo Ang-ching, a detective of the 
‘Municipal Police Force and attached to 
Laoza Station, stated that at 7.15 p.m. 
last Wednesday he saw the accused swith 
threo Chinese at the corner of Hupeh and 
Hankow Roads. They were just at the 
rear of th¢ theatre and about two houses 
away from the wine shop, He heard them 
talking about throwing acid, and he heard 
the remark, “We will throw some at some- 
body by-and-hy.” As he did not see any- 
thing in their hands, he did not take any 
notice of what they had said, but went 
info the theatre. Accused went with the 
Chinese into the wine shop. 

Accused asked no questions, but said 
that there was only one Chinese with him. 
They went to the theatre together, but 
did not say anything about throwing’ acid. 

_After giving the usual statutory. can- 
tion, His Worship asked accused’ if he 
wished to say anything. 

Accused made a long statement as to 
being well-ncquainted with one of the com- 
plainants with whom he said he had de- 
posited the sum of $50. He had frequent- 
ly asked for the return of the money, but 
she would not give it to him. 

His Worship then committed accused for 
trial on the charge stated and informed 
acensed that he must go back to gaol and 
await his trial. \

There was a talk about the 
age of the perfumery but no particular 
stun was mentioned.

We only. sell 
goods bought from the people we repre- 
sent.

Defendant said he 
had no room for storage and whatever 
charges are incurred h¢ would pay. The 
first transaction I had with Ruben was on 
the question of butter. We made no 
written contract. The verbal contract 
was that we should taks butter from him 
in payment of goods he took from us. 
There was no written contract about the 
perfumery. Ho paid partly for the per- 
fumery in butter. We had a certain 
quantity of his butter then. Idid not agree 
to buy 10,000 cases of butter. I could have 
bought that quantity if he had it. He 
guaranteed that we could sell the butter 
in 3 1b. tins. His words were to the effect 
that he would be practically responsible. 
‘There was no one present at the time. I 
anticipated a profit because he had said 
that Mondon and Dallas made a profit on

Mr. Allen—I cannot for a moment ad- 
mit that they can claim the difference be- 
tween the selling price of oue portion of 
the butter and the other.

Fiske would prefer the caso to come before 
the American Assessor, and Mr. Fiske 
replied that he would like to make further 
investigation as there were others con- 
cerned; a remand would probably lead to 
their capture. He thought one of the 
men would be able to give bail of $500, if 
the Court would grant that he would not 
mind. The men were sent to tho police 
station until next Tuesday where they are 
to be kept separate, in order to glean fur- 
ther information.—A coolie was accused 
of being in possession of a Indy’s gold 
watch, DetectiveSergt. Eek stated the 
oss of the watch was reported by Mrs. 
Lunt at the police station in November 
last, and accused had been discovered 
with it in his possession a few days ago. 
‘Accused said he was taking it into the 
Settlement for repairs. He admitted 
finding it on the Bubbling Well Road. 
Mr. Lunt had identified the watch as his 
wife’s, but was unable through business to 
attend the Court.

He was asked if he could. bring another 
similar sum, being told he might win back 
all he had ‘lost. | He obtained another 
$1,300 and was taken away by the men in 
‘a boat to Sinza, where he lost that as well. 
‘The men, however, returned him $1,000. 
All the money he had gambled was stolen 
from the bank, but his guarantor had re- 
funded it to the bank. ‘Tho police had 
heen unable to ascertain where the gold 
bars were obtained. Complainant's mafoo 
had found one of the men, who offered him 
$10 in notes and a gold ring to be released. 
‘The Assessor asked why the bank 
aid not prosecute. Inspector Mathe- 
son replied that as the guarantor had 
paid the money into the bank they per 
haps thought it unnecessary. The As- 
sessor observed that they must do so or | 
lose the money.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs, Noil, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of Srd January.) 


Our last Report was dated the 24th December, since when the Christmas and New Year holidays have diverted the minds of 
Importers to a great extent from the worries cf business. A few of the more enterprising have managed to do a little, but the Banks 
have only been open for business on three days since the date we last wrote, until to-day, and it is almost impossible to do anything 
now-a-days without being in close touch with the movements of that all important factor, exchange. 

Fast the clove of the Century news was received here of the acceptance by the Chinese Plenipotentiaties, of what was really tho 
ultimatum presented by the Powers. The alacrity with which this has been done has raised some doubts as to its sincerity, and although 
it may be the wish of the Enuperor to agree to any torms, so long as peace may be restored, it is exceedingly dubious whether he will 
permitted to hold to them. Some confirmation, however, to the course of action he has taken, is to be found in the report that has just. 
Come to hand that Prince Tuan and ‘other reactionaries have raised the standard of rebellion, which would aasist matters, if they have 
not already laid hands on the Emperor's person, as the Foreign Powers could then reasonably defend him. Otherwise, if he has been 
disposed of, a widespread and serious rebellion will have to be quelled. We are by no means out of the wood yet, and it is satisfactory 
to note that there is no sign of the early withdrawal of any of the Foreign troops now in Ciixa. *

PIECE GOODS.—We cannot make out that a very extensive business has’ been done since our last, nor do the late Auctions betoken 
‘avery strong demand. In fact it looks as though the recent news is having rather a subduing effect on operators. There is no 
special news from any of our dependencies, but the regrettable loss of the first real passenger and enngo steamer on its maiden trip 
hetween ouaxe and Cuuxcxixe is of special interest to this trade: it is, however, hoped that “out of evil good may come” an 
the Authorities will be forced to do some thing in the way of improving the channel.
